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PREFACE. 


In  offering  this  revised  edition  of  the  Harstoxia- Sacra  to  the  public,  the  publishers  desire  to  call  especial 
attention  to  the  following  general  characteristics  of  the  work: 

1st.  'The  popular  character  of  the  tunes.  There  is  not  a  single  tune  in  the  book,  as  now  compiled,  which  has  not 
passed  the  pile  of  trial,  and  become  housed  in  the  affections  of  singing  Christians  everywhere. 

2nd.  The  great  variety  of  its  contents,  embracing  all  the  metres,  adapted  to  every  phase  of  Christian  experience, 
and  to  all  devotional  meetings. 

3rd.  Its  suitableness  to  all  denominations.  Everything  of  a  sectarian  character  has  been  discarded,  and  the  words 
and  music,  wedded  by  years  of  association,  breathe  only  of  Christ,  His  love,  His  great  atonement,  and  His  heavenly 
home — the  chief  tenets  of  all  evangelical  belie\ers.

This  has  long  been  a  want  felt  wilh  teachers  using  The  Harjionia 
Sacra.  It  will  be  found  to  be  progressive  in  character,  entertaining  in  subject,  and  pleasing  in  melody.  To  this  is 
added  a  number  of  Sabbath-school  and  social  pieces.  With  a  hope  that  the  whole  may  be  found  to  be  an  aid  to  the 
Church  in  devotional  and  praise  services,  and  to  the  ringing-school  in  developing  a  broad  and  appreciative  sense  of  the 
beautiful  in  song,  this  edition  is  submitted  to  the  public.

TO    TEACHERS. 


The  position  of  a  teacher  of  sacred  Church  music  is  an  important 
and  highly  lesponsillc-  one.  He  should  be  prepaied  and  qualified  to 
teach  anil  instruct  his  class  in  the  elements  of  music,  wit li  correct- 
ness and  facilit\,  both  in  theory  and  practice,  and  to  do  this  he  should 
make  it  his  object  to  heroine  as  familiar  as  possible  with  the  mi  thod 
of  instruction,  and  of  imparting  knowledge  in  an  easy  and  familiar 
manner.  He  should  be  deeph  imbued  with  the  desire  of  doing  good, 
and  of  refininfr  the  taste  and  elevating  the  afft  rtiot  s.  Music  should 
be  with  him  not  merely  an  entertainment,  a  pastime,  01  a  means  nf 
svp/n  rl ;  but  as  a  talent  to  lie  used  for  tie  st  rvic,e  of  Him  to  whom 
angels  sinrj  their  high  hallelujahs,  and  who  gave  if  to  man  therewith 
to  praise  Him  who  is  worthy  of  all  honor  and  praise.  Hence,  sing- 
ing-schools of  sacred  psalmody  should  lie  conducted  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  prepare  its  members  to  engage  in  praising  Gn<l  acceptably  in 
soig  ;  and  although  it  is  not  a  direct  place  of  worship,  it  Certainly  is 
a  place  wnere  its  members  should  lie  trained  and  prepared  for  the 
service  and  participation  of  that  holy  place. 

A  school  of  sacred  vocal  music  has  so  for  a  resemblance  to  the 
house  of  God,  that  it  is  a  scene  from  which  all  levity  should  be  ban- 
ished far  away.  During  a  great  part  of  the  time  spent  in  our  em- 
ployment, we  are  singing  woids  of  the  most  solemn  and  devotional 
import.  And  is  such  an  avocation  to  be  contemplated  as  a  mere  un- 
meaning form,  or  to  he  trifled  with  as  a  despicable  jest  ?  It  is  im- 
possible, if  the  heart  possess  any  reverence  for  God  and  religion..  All 
decent  people  admit  that  a  light  carriage  in    the   church  deserves  se- 


vere rebuke  :  and,  for  our  part,  we  carrot  si  e  tl  at  much  hss  repre- 
lunsion  is  due  to  the  same  carriage  in  a  school  of  pfahr.cdy.  To 
have  to  ear,  no  relish  for  the  beauties  of  harmony,  is  a  did  ct  which 
those  who  hibor  uider  it  should  certainly  net  he  forward  10  betray. 
We  can  at  best  only  think  of  it  with  compassion.  Bui  when  a  stu- 
pid contempt  of  music  obi  rudes  itself  into  a  school,  wilh  the  addition- 
al deformity  nf  injustice,  bad  breeding,  and  the  scorn  ol  sacred  things, 
it  deserves  the  utm  >st  severity  of  censure. 

It  is  an  obvious  principle  in  every  department  of  religious  worship, 
that  emo  ions  should  be  unfeigned.  They  should  not  be  suffered  to 
rise  merely  through  gratified  taste,  but  be  made  to  spring  up  in  the 
mind  while  ii  is  emplo\ed  in  ihe  contemplation  of  holy  things.  This 
important  distinction  will  not  be  preserved  in  the  linuis  ol  devotion, 
where  it  has  hei  n  neglected  in  the  seasons  of  practice.  It  requires 
specific  religious  trait. ing  in  schools  and  family  circles,  and  will  not 
be  maintained  in  tiny  other  way.  Habit  has  its  influence  in  devotion 
as  in  other  things.  The  deportment  of  singets  and  teachers  during 
the  hours  of  practice,  therefore,  becomes  a  matter  of  great  moment. 
To  cultivate  tlw  praises  of  the  highest  God,  is  a  soli  inn  work,  and 
should  ever  be  so  regarded.  Volumes  would  fail  tn  show  the  impor- 
tance of  this  principle.  How,  then,  can  any  teacher  of  devotional 
music  dare  to  treat  it  wilh  neglect  !  Yet  this  negliit  seems  to  he  al- 
most universal.  No  wonder  that  Ihe  friends  and  cultivators  of  the 
art  hare  so  many  difficulties  to  encounter.  Let  their  efforts  be  fully 
christianized,  and  the  difficulties  will  be  seen  to  vanish.

OF  MUSIC  AND  MUSICAL  SOU.VDS. 

SECTION  L— Music  is  composed  of  sounds  prudueed  by  the  human  voice  or  by  differ- 
ent kinds  of  musical  instrument*!. 

These  sounds  vary  in  pitch  according  to  certain  fixed  and  determinate  degrees. 

The  pitch  and  gradation  of  these  sounds  from  the  lowest  or  uaosi  grave  to  the  highest 
or  most  acute,  form  the  whole  scale  of  musical  sounds. 

A  combination  and  success  inn  of  these  sounds,  swei  tly  tuned  and  performed  in  rhyth- 
mical order,  have,  by  their  rich,  mellifluent,  melodious,  and  harmonious  progression — 
their  sweetly  moving  accents  and  flowing  numbers,  a  benign,  winning,  and  powerful  in- 
fluence over  the  human  mind. 

SEC.  //.—The  Natural  Scale  of  musical  sounds,  though  its  exum  is  unlimiti  d.  consists 
of  only  srft  a  primary  nutas.  For  ii  is  found  thai  after  singing  or  playing  tliese  seven 
notes,  if  we  continue  the  series,  we  ivpr.it  another  scab'  similar  10  the  first,  and  so  on,  as 
far  as  the  extent  of  the  voice  or  the  instruments  will  go, 

The  voice  in  producing  these  sounds  naturally  passes  from  the  firj-t  sound  taken,  a 
step  to  the  second :  from  the  second  a  step  to  the  third  :  from  the  third  a  hn'/step  to  ihe 
fourth  ;  fn>m  the  fourth  a  step  to  the  fifth  :  from  the  fifth  a  step  lo  the  hxiIi  ;  from  the 
sixth  a  step  to  the  seventh;  and  from  the  seventh  a  /nt:f-stap  to  the  eighth,  which  com- 
pletes the  Octave,  and  is  the  flrsl  note  of  a  suceet  ding  scale. 

SEC.  ///.—Tin  re  are  three  distinctions  made  in  musical  sounds:  1st.  They  may  be 
high  or  low.    2nd.  They  may  be  long  nr  short.    3rd.  Tin  y  may  be  loud  or  soft. 

These  three  distinctions  of  sound  embrace  Pjtch,  Lbngiii,  and  Powjeh. 

Pitch  regards  a  sound  as  high  or  /•<  ;  L'  ngth,  as  long  or  short ;  and  Power,  ax-laud 
OV&oft;  and  these  three  distinctions  form  the  essential  property  and  peculiar  quatillca- 
tion  of  good  musical  sounds. 

On  these  three  distinctions  are  founded  three  departments,  namely.  Melody,  Riiytiim, 
and  Dynamics,  or  Musical  Elocution,  w  hich  departments  will  be  noticed  and  treated  of  in 
their  proper  places,

Dynamics,  «r  Musical 
Elocution.  Dm  such  is  the  nature  of  music,  that  the  different  heads  or  departments  can- 
not be  Treated  separately  and  apart:  but  by  their  close  connection,  they  wflToe  inter- 
mingled in  theory  and  practice,  though  in  the  main  they  may  be  considered  separately. 

NOTE. — By  Not  at  to  v  are  given  or  represented  all  the  marks  and,  characters  appro 
priate  for  the  purpose  of  writing  music,  with  their  signification  and  use. 

Rhythm  is  the  division  of  time  into  short  portions,  by  a  regular  succession  of  motion. 
impulses  and  sounds,  with  regard  to  measure,  accent,  emphasis,  and  cadence;  and  (low- 
ing numbers,  in  the  union  of  music  and  poetry. 

Intonation  is  practicing  the  notes  of  the  scale  with  the  voice,  or  playing  them  on  an 
ins i  rui m  ni.  according  to  fixed  degrees  of  sound,  and  giving  a  correct  sound  to  all  the  dia- 
touic  intervals,  the  triads  and  their  inversions,  and  all  the  disjoint  intervals  in  the  whole 
scale. 

Mki.ody  is  an  agreeable  sueeession  of  single  sounds  in  a  piece  arranged  according  to 
theliwsof  Intonation  and  Rhythm,  so  as  to  be  musical  and  pleasing  to  the  ear.  Melo- 
dy and  Intonation  are  closely  connected. 

Raiimony  is  :  n  agreeable  succession  of  chords,  or  concordant  notes,  in  two,  three  or 
four  parts,  mo\  ing  together  according  to  the  rules  of  protrrt  ssion,  which  produce  a  diver- 
sity of  How  ing  sounds  highly  pleasing,  at  tractive,  inviting  and  delightful, 

Dynamics  or  Musical  Elocution  consists  in  giving  each  tone  or  note  that  sound, 
stia^s,  and  modulation  of  voire  which  the  subiect  of  the  poetry  requires,  in  relation  in 
loud  or  soft,  strong  or  mild,  and  the  swelling  or  diminishing  of  the  sounds  or  notes.

SECTION  V. — The  pitch  of  musical  pound'!  or  tones  is  represented  by  a  character 
called  a  staff.  The  scale  and  mu*ic  are  written  on  the  stall' with  notes.  Thr  position 
which  the  notes  occupy  on  the  stall'  represents  Ouspttch,  and  the  notes,  by  their  relative 
value,  the  length  of  sounds. 

The  staff  consists  of  five  lines  and  four  spaces.  Each  line  and  each  space  is  called  a 
defrree  of  sound  ;  thus  there  are  nine  decrees  of  sound  on  i  he  staff.  When  more  than 
nine  degTees  are  wanted,  the  spaces  below  and  abnve  ihe  staff  are  used ;  and  if  a  still 
greater  compass  is  wanted,  additional  lines  are  u.-ed,  called  lejrer  or  added  lines.

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SEC.  IT.— Each  part  of  music  has  a  separate  staff,  and  these  differ  in  pitch.  Hence 
to  adjust  their  pitch,  and  to  distinguish  them,  characters  are  ust  d  callc  d  Clefs.  There 
are  two  clefs  in  common  use,  the  F  clef  and  the  G  clef. 

».     Xbe   F   clet   represents  F,  the  fourth  line  of  the  Base  Staff,  and  the  seventh  sound  of 
tie  General  Scale  of  music. 

The  G  Clef  represents  G,  the  second  line  of  the  Tenor  Staff,  and  the  eighth  sound  of 
the  general  scale.  It  is  also  used  on  the  second  line  of  the  treble  si  iff.  representing  G 
al«3,  and  the  ffteenth  sound  of  the  general  scale,  when  sung  by  a  female  voice.

FOTE. — It  i«  ascertained  that  the  interval  between  the  male  voice  and  Ihe  female  is 
exactly  an  octave,  which  is  the  most  perfec*  chord  in  the  scale  of  music.  Hence  as  the 
Treble  Is  principally  assigned  to  female  voices,  it  is  placed  an  octave  hi -her  in  the  Gen- 
eral Scale  than  the  Tenor.  From  this  we  learn  that  the  all-wise  Creator  has  implanted 
harmony  between  the  sexes  of  the  human  race.  [How  happy  would  till  those  be  who 
atand  together  in  matrimonial  relation,  if  they  would  observe,  by  a  pious  life  anil  a  holy 
conversation,  in  Christian  love,  to  flu  up  the  interval  of  life  with  sweet  harmonious 
enfiras,  60  that  no  dissonant  or  jarring  string  might  vibrate  between  them  :]

SEC.  A'.— But  as  letters  are  not  calculated  10  show  forth  and  adjust  thp  \er>glh  of 
rounds,  tin-  proper  hn^th  is  indie. it*  d  by  the  form  of  certain  character* called  Notes, 
And  besides  the  rythmical  repr«-s<  ntaii-n  of  these  notes,  they  hive  also  a  di-iinct  fit:ur- 
ait-  form  when  by  the.  syllables  do,  kb,  me,  paw,  so  ..  law,  and  si  are  applied  to  them  in 
solmizatkm  individually,  ou  si«rhr — tli  ir  form  indicating  the  syllable  which  is  applied  to 
them.  And  as  these  syllables  ar^  al\\- iy>  us.  d  in  tin- sc  lit*  in  the  came  relation  and  in- 
variable position  to  the  key,  they  form  a  strong  ani  inseparable  association  with  thfl 
proper  pitch  Of  the  intervals  of  the  scale  which  they  individually  and  iuvan  ibly  occupy. 
And  as  they  have  thus  the  proper  pitch  of  the  intervals  of  the  scale  aseoci  lied  with  their 
names,  \\  is  of  trreat  service  to  tiie  vocal  performer,  to  have  them  communicated  to  the 
mind  on  shrht,  as  thereby  be  will  he  <  n  ibl.  d  to  sink--  the  proper  interval  of  the  scale  os 
sight  of  the  note,  and  be  reli  ved  of  the  irksome  task  of  finding  the  n  tme  by  calcula- 
tion, in  every  change  of  key.  [  ->ee  those  notes  with  their  corresponding  li^ttd,  exemplified 
by  the  table  on  next  pa^e.J 

As  these  notes,  by  their  mmes— as  a  whole  note,  a  half-note,  kc, — indicate  to  the  mind, 
their  proper  relation  of  sound  ;  and  by  th.  ir  head<,  stems,  hooks  or  d  ishes,  represent  to 
(he  eye,  the  same  relative  length,  it  i<  almost  .-up  -rlluous  to  state,  that  ose  semibreve  is 
equal  in  duration  of  time,  to  two  minims,  or  fouk  crotchets,  or  KtutiT  quavers,  or  six- 
teen semiquaver-.  For  it  is  nid.  m  that  as  many  parts  as  the  whole  note  is  divided 
into,  so  many  of  these  parts  ir  will  take  io  amount  to  the  same  whole  note  a^ain.  And  if 
we  allow  four  seconds  of  time  to  sound  out  the  whole  note,  we  must  allow  but 
two  seconds  for  the  half-note,  on *  for  the  qu  trier  n_iie.  half  a  second  for  the  eighth 
note,  and  a  quarter  of  a  second  fur  the  sixteenth.    This  is   the  invariable  proportion  and

Comparative  relation   in   which  these  notes  stand  to  each  other;  a  strict  observ-inee  of 
which  Is  of  the  highest  importance,  both  to  the  vocal  and  to  the  instrumental  performer.

Rests  are  marks  of  silence,  and  are  named  after  the  notes  which  they  represent. 

NOTE  T. — Other  notes  are  pome  times  used,  as  a  thirty-second  and  sixty-fourth  ;  these 
notes  are,  however,  too  quick  and  short  for  sacred  music,  and  can  easily  bedispensed  with. 
A  note  called  a  BltEVE  from  which  the  semi  breve  derived  its  name — was  also  formerly 
used  :  but  this  note  is  too  long  and  heavy  a  sound  for  any  musical  expression. 

NOTE  II—  Nothing  can  be  more  certain  than  the  fact  that  there  is  a  trim  and  insepa- 
rable union  and   im iation   formed   between  these  syllables  which  are  applitd  to  the 

notes  and  the  proper  pitch  or  sound  of  the  intervals  which  they  respectively  and  invari- 
ably occupy  in  the  scale.  For  on  this  fact  is  founded  the  whole  doctrine  of  transposition, 
and  of  transposing  with  the  keys,  the  syllables  with  the  notes,  in  their  relative  position 
to  the  keys.  Ami  ni-  evident  thai  when  the  diatonic  scale,  which  consists  of  tones  and 
semitones,  is  sen  to  a  series  of  notos  and  syllables  always  applied  in  the  same  order  and 
relation  to  those  tones  and  semitones,  as  lh«y  stand  in  their  fixed  position  in  the  scale, 
that  such  an  association  will  unavoidably  he  formed  between  them. 

And  hence  arises  the  utility  of  having  the  notes  characterized  and  formed  in  such  a 
mann»T  as  to  communicate  by  their  di Keren!  forms,  the  syllable  which  is  applied  to  them, 
individually,  so  as  to  trrable  tho  sinrers  to  strike  the  proper  pitch  of  the  sound  on  sight 
of  the  note.  And  is  11  not  strange  that  any  should  deny  the  usefulness  of  the  eh:  racter 
notes  by  which  tii-' -vli.ihhs  ;ir- known  by  the  forms  of  the  notes,  when  common  sense 
and  sound  reason  dictate  thai  it  open-  and  paves  a  highway  for  the  student  of  vocal  mu- 
sic to  travel  on.  and  to  puwixe  his  course  with  pleasure  till  he  has  acquired  a  complete 
knowledge  of  the  science  of  music.  And  is  this  in  any  wise  degrading  to  the  science- 
diminishing  its  value— or  robbing  it  of  its  intrinsic  merit7  By  no  means.  It  is  adorning 
it  with  the  vesture  of  simplicity,  the  richest  dress  in  which  it  and  its  sister  sciences  can 
be  arrayed.  And  in  proof  of  till'*,  let  us  cast  .our  eyes  to  other  arts  and  sciences,  and  see 
what  has  been  dohe  by  the  use  of  different  characters,  to  pave  the  way  l\>r  instruction, 
and  to  communicate  to  the  mind  correct  ideas  of  what  is  to  be  inculcated  and  taught,  and 
we  will  find  an  almost  i  utlless  variety  of  characters,  figures,  cuts,  drawings  and  delinea- 
tions used  to  facilitate  the  learner  in  his  progress  in  gaining  scientific  knowledge. 

Do  not  the  lexicographers,  Walker  find  Wtcbstbr,  in  their  famed  dictionaries — which 
are  taken  as  standard  work-— use  many  different  characters,  to  convey  to  the  mind  on 
night  a  correct  pronunciation  of  the  words  and  the  proper  sounds  of  the  letters— all  of 
which  might  be  acquired  by  a  reference  to  grammar  rules  ?  And  is  there  less  propriety 
tot  the  singer  to  have  the  correct  sound  of  the  notes  conveyed  to  the  mind  on  sight,  by 
characters  which  might  otherwise  be  acquired  by  having  reference  to  the  rules  laid  down 
tn  th«  science ;  which  is,  by  making  a  calculation  from  the  key  T 


NOTE  /"//.— Rests  are  essential  to  music.  In  order  to  keep  The  accent  in  Its  proper 
place  in  the  measure ;  and  if  sparingly  used  and  skillfully  observed,  give  variety,  beauty, 
and  expression  both  to  music  and  poetry.  When  lomr  intervals  of  silence  occur  Ln  any 
part  of  the  score,  let  those  on  the  silent,  part,  for  their  own  improvement,  notice  the  parts 
which  others  are  singing,  and  mark  the  time  with  them,  till  they  arrive  at  the  place 
where  their  own  parts  unite  again.  This  is  far  preferable  to  pouring  over  their  own  staff 
and  measures  of  silence,  by  which  is  gained  but  little  improvement. 

8EO.  XT. — Notes  become  subject  to  some  variation  by  having  additional  characters 
annexed  or  added.  A  dot  or  point  (  .  )  placed  after  any  note,  ttdds  one-half  to  Its  original 
h-ngth.  Thus  a  dotted  whole  note  is  equal  in  length  to  three  half-notes ;  a  dotted  half- 
note  to  three-quarters,  and  so  on.  Four  dots  between  the  lines  of  the  staff,  dark  the 
place  from  whence  a  strain  or  piece  of  music  is  repeated. 


EXAMPLES  ; 
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SEC.  Xff. — A  Pause  (s^\)  placed  over  or  under  a  note  protracts  or  lengthens  it.  out 
about  one-third  longer  than  its  original  time  ;  though  this  prol  raution  may  be  longer  or 
shorter  according  to  the  expression  of  the  poetry,  and  the  taste  of  the  judicious  performer. 
A  soft,  graceful  swell  given  to  a  paused  note,  follower!  by  a  momentary  rest,  is  )>i  jhly  orna- 
mental. The  pause  is  frequently  used  on  the  note  of  the  hisl  syllable  In  a  line  of  poetry, 
and  agrees  with  lis  final  pause,  which,  in  reading  is  marked  with  a  suspension  of   voice. 

The  pause  is  also  used  over  Rests  which  need  lengthening  out;  as  also  over  Bars* 
where  it  is  tjiought  proper  to  have  a  momentary  pause  between  two  measure.*-.  Si  mo  of 
the  most  striking  effects  depend  upon  this  character,  and  when  well  performed,  it  adds 
strength  and  beauty  to  music  and  poetry.

SEC.  XIII, — Notes  are  frequently  tied  together  by  a  circular  line  called  a  Tic,  or 
grouped  together  by  hooks  or  dashes.  All  the  notes  thus  tied  or  grouped,  are  sung  or 
warbled  to  one  syllable  of  verse.  If  three  notes  are  thus  tied  or  grouped  together,  with 
the  figure  3  above  or  below  them,  they  arc  performed  in  the  time  of  two  notes  of  the  same 
kind  without  the  figure,  and  are  called  Triple  la.  Triplets,  when  smoothly  aud  -Jd.1- 
fully  performed,  are  ornamental  to  music.

CHAPTER     III. 
NOTATION. -OF  SHARPS,  FLATS,  NATURALS,  &c. 

SECTION  XIV. — Thediatonic  scale  consists  of  live  tunes  and  two  semi  tones.  These 
are  sometimes  called  steps  and  half-steps,  because  the  voice  steps  along  through  the  sc  iIp 
from  one  interval  to  the  other;  but  the  interval  of  a  semitone  is  only  half  the  distance  of 
the  interval  of  a  tone.  And  lo  adjust  the  semitones  and  always  keep  them  in  their  fixed 
position  in  the  .scale,  throughout  the  course  of  transposition,  three   characters   are   used.

SEC.  XV.—  Bars.- When  music  is  written  on  the  staff,  it  is  divided  into  measure*  by 
a  character  called  a  Bar.  There  are  thre.'  bars  in  use  on  the  r  faff—  the  common  bar,  the 
broad  bar,  and  the  double  bar.  When  a  short  bar  is  ;iddcd  to  the  broad  bar,  it  forms  a 
close.

The  common  bar  is  used  to  divide  the  staff  into  equal  timed  measun-s  according  to 
the  measure  note  or  notes,  of  either  Common,  Triple  or  Compound  measures. 

The   broad    bar   is    used,  by  some  authors,  at  the  close  of  each  line  in  poetry.     But  as 

!  that  fregnenlly  falls  in  the  middle  of  the  regular  measures-  of  the  staff,  it  i*  omitted  by 

others.     However  as  the  last,  syllable  of  etch  line  of  poetry  is  di<tingui>-heti   by   the  final 

pause,  which  marks  the  bounds  of  the  metre  by  a  suspension  of  'he  voice,   there  can  be 

no  impropriety  in  using  it  to  point  out  that  important  syllable  or  word. 

The  double  bar  is  used  at  the  end  of  a  strain  which  is  to  be  repeated  from  the  mark 
of  repetition.  (Example  Sec,  Xt.)  It  is  also  nsed  at  a  change  of  measure  from  Common 
to  Triple,  or  Compound  time,  or  the  reverse.  Also  at  a  change  of  mode  from  major  to 
minor,  or  Hie  reverse..    Likewi>e  at  the  commencement  of  a  chorus.

SEC.  AT/.— Sy.vi  opateo  and  Dm vint.  Notes. — A  syncopated  note  is  the  blending  of 
two  notes  into  one — an  unaccented  with  an  accented  in  the  middle  of  a  measure,  with  the 
Pf\  Lous  accented  note  of  the  same  measure  tied  with  it.  As  this  note  i-  struck  on  the 
unaccented  part,  while  the  hand,  in  marking  the  time,  is  at  rest,  and  its  sound  continued 
over  the  accented  part,  while  the  h:tud  is  in  motion,  the  regular  movement  in  that  mcae- 
ure  is  thereby  thwarted,  or  broken  in  upon,  which  produces  a  fluttering  affect  on  Lh« 
note,  or  on  the  syllable  or  word  applied.     (SV.  table,  page  9.) 

W'nn  a  Longer  note  is  wanted  in  a  measure  than  the  measure  will  contain,  the  lonj 
note  is  cut  through,  and  one  part  is  put  in  the  next  measure,  and  both  parts  tied  together 
across  the  bar :  these  two  notes  compose  th,'  drioing  note.    Thus  two  half-notes   ecuo

The  driving  note  is  sometimes  called  a  syncope — a  pynonymons  term  •with  syncopa- 
tion— both  signifying  the  division,  or  cutting    through   a  note   by   a   bar,    or   accent      ex- 
pressed or  understood.     Hence  the  driving  note  may  also  be  termed  a  syncope,  as  it  is  cut 
through  by  a  bar,  and  commences  on  the  unaccented  part  of  the  measure,  and  extends  to  | 
the  accented. 

AM'OfJiATrUA.-^-The  nppogintufa  Is  a  not?  of  embellishment.     It  i«  also  a  diminutive  i 
note,  prefixed  to  a  principal  note,  and  is  always  on  the  accented  part  of  the  measure.     It 
borrows  its  time  from  the  principal  note  that 'follows  and  to  which  it  is  tied.    As  ihi^note  ' 


produces  a  fluttering  sound  similar  to  that  o£ a  syncope,  it  may  be  brought  in  at  th*« 
place,  and  classed  with  the  syncopated  notes. 

Passing  oh  Transiext  Notes. — These  arc  also  called  ounamental  and  okagb 
notes.  They,  too,  are  diminutive  notes,  and  are  used  between  the  essential  notes,  where 
they  become  intermediate  steps  on  the  unaccented  parts  of  the  measure,  in  passing  from 
one  disjoint  interval  to  another,  and  thus  connect,  embellish,  and  soften  those  interval*, 
diminish  the  roughness  of  the  leap,  and  direct  an  easy  and  graceful  movement. 

They  borrow  their  time  from  the  preceding  note  to  which  they  are  tied. 

Choosing  Notes. — t'hoosing  notes  are  set  perpendicularly  one-above  the  other,  either 
of  which  may  be  sung  :  and  as  there  is  always  a  concordant  interval  between  them,  both 
may  be  sung  at  the  same  timo  by  different  voices.

And  those  of  Compound  time — which  is  also  even  time,  by  the  fractions  2  4  ^  j^jg^o,  8, 
1818  24  24  Many  of  the  fore-going  measures  have,  however,  gone  out  of  use  ;  but  some 
16,32,16,32.  are  still  retained  by  some  authors,  which,  when  dispensed  with,  willsimplify 
and  improve  the  science.  If  we  retain  seven  different  measures  of  the  twenty-six  above- 
mentioned,  It  will  be  an  ample  supply  for  all  the  purposes  of  music,  no  matter  how  intri- 
cate the  rhythmical  construction  may  be. 

Of  the  seven  different  measures  which  will  be  retained  and  used  in  the  work,  three 
will  be  in  Common  time,  two  in  Triple,  and  two  incompou   d. 

The  numerals  used  for  all  these  different  measures  will  be  placed  in  a  fractional  posi- 
tion, to  which  fractions,  the  whole  note  will  be  the  integer.  Thus  the  fractions  will  at 
once  express  the  contents  of  the  different  measures  to  which  they  are  invariably  used. 


SEC.  XVIII— Common  or  Even  Time.

and  the  third--^-.     Of  these  three  measures,  it  will,  however,  be  found  that  the  first    and 

second,  by  their  close  connection  and  commingling,  are  identical,  save  that  to  the  first 
may  be  assigned  a  slower  movement,  as  it  is  mostly  employed  to  the  most  solemn,  devo- 
tional, and  dignified  music  for  the  church  of  God.  These  measures  are  called  cvf-n,  be- 
cause they  naturally  divided  into  even  parts— two  and  four—  and  they  have  feet  of  equal 
or  even  measured  verse  applied  to  them  ;  and  in  their  primitive  state  will  admit  of  no  oili- 
er feet  of  poetry  ;  though  they  may  be  so  arranged  and  varied  in  their  derivatives,  that 
they  will  admit  all  the  various  metres  that  are  contained  in  the  poetry,  to  be  sung  to 
them. 

Measures  are  in  their  primitive  state  when  they  are  filled  with  the  notes  which  the 
fraction,  by  which  they  are  marked,  expresses.  The  upper  figure,  or  numerator  of  the 
fraction,  giving  the  number  of  notes  which  a  primitive  measure  contains  ;  and  the  lower 
figure,  or  denominator  of  the  fraction,  points  out  into  how  many  parts  the  whole  note  is 
divided,  and  thus  specifies  whether  they  be  half,  fourth,  or  eighth  notes. 

SEC.  XfX. — The  three  foregoing  measures  will  be  illustrated  in  their  primitive  state, 
with  a  few  derivatives,  by  the  following

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Note. — In  the  foregoing  examples  of  the  three  measures  of  Common  or  even  time, 
their  primitives  and  their  derivatives,  the  learner  will  readily  discover  that  th***e  meas- 
ures are  alike  in  nature,  and  that  the  first  and  second  are  identical.  For,  in  the  third  ex- 
ample of  derivatives,  the  derivative  of  the  first  is  the  primitive  of  the  second,  and  the  de- 
rivative of  the  second  is  the  primitive  of  the  first ;  and  in  all  the  subsequent  derivatives 
their  measures  are  alike.  They  are  also  the  same  in  their  accents,  for  in  many  limit* 
they  intermix,  having,  in  some  measures,  two  minims  and  one  accent ;  and  in  oth.  rs  four 
crotchets,  with  two  accents. 

The  third  measure  differs  from  the  first  and  second  only  in  that  it  has  a  minim  for  its 
measure  note,  where  as  the  others  have  a  semibreve ;  and  consequently  Ita  rhythmical 
movement  is  faster. 

SEC.  XX. — Triple  or  Uneven  Time. — To  Triple  or  uneven  time  will  be  assigned  two

distinct  measures.     The  first  is  marked  by  the  fraction-*^- ;  and  the  second  by-*£-.  These

two  measures  are  identical  in  their  rhythmical  construction,  and  only  differ  in  length  of 
their  measure  notes;  the  first  containing  three  minims  in  its  primitive  measure,  and  the 
second  three  crotchets  ;  in  consequence  of  which,  the  second  flows  along  mon-  quickly  In 
its  rhythmical  movement  than  the  first. 

These  measures  are  all  uneven,  because  they  naturally  divide  into  three  eqnal  parts  ; 
and  thus  having  an  uneven  number  of  notes  in  "their  primitive  mensures,  none  other  than 
uneven  measured  verse  can  readily  be  applied  to  them  in  their  primitive  state.  But  they 
may  be  so  varied  and  arranged  in  their  derivatives,  that  verse  composed  of  all  the  va- 
rious kinds  of  feet  and  metres  may  be  applied  to  them. 

As  in  Common  or  even  time,  so  in  Triple  or  uneven  time,  the   fractions   point   out  or 

mark  the  contents  of  the  primitive  measures.     The  improper  fraction-*^-  designated    fcy 

its  upper  figure  or  numerator,  -gy-  that  three  notes  fill  the  measure ;  and  the  lower  figure 
or  denominator  -~j-,  designates  that  the  whole  note  is  divided  into  two  parts,  and  conse- 
quently, those  three  notes  which  fill  the  measure  are  half  notes.  In  like  manner  the  fraction 


.♦-^designates  that  three  fourth  notes  constitute  its  primitive  measure.

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Note. — In  the  foregoing  examples  of  the  two  measures  of  TriplP  time,  it  may  readily 
be  discovered,  that  in  their  primitives  and  in  their  derivatives  their  rhythmical  construc- 
tion is  the  same,  saw  that  the  first  measure  is. slower  in  its  movement  than  the  second — 
the  first  having  thn-e  minims  in  its  primitive  measure,  and  the  second  three  crotchets. 
These  measures  may  be  so  constructed  and  varied,  an  to  take  one,  two  or  three  accents  to 
the  measure,  according  to  the  requisition  of  the  poetry  which  is  applied.  This  will  be  no- 
ticed and  illustrated  in  its  proper  place.

These  measures  are  even,  because  they  naturally  divide  into  two  equal  parts,  and 
have  two  accents  in  each  measure. 

As  in  Common  and  Triple  time,  so  in  Compound,  the  fraction  points  out  the  contents 
of  the  primitive  measures.     The  improper  fraction 

designates  that  six  fourth  notes  constitute  the  primitive  measure;    and  the  fraction 
that  six  eighth  notes  are  contained  in  the  primitive  measure 

fiRC.  XXIII. — Sep  the  measures  of  Compound,  time — in  their  primitives,  with  many 
oi  their  derivatives — illustrated  by  the  following 
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Note. — In  the  foregoing  examples  of  the  two  measures  of  Compound  time,  it  will 
readily  be  seen  that  they  are  the  same  in  their  primitive  construction,  and  in  their  de- 
rivatives, save  that  the  first  contains  two  pointed  minims  in  a  measure,  and  the  second 
two  pointed  crotchets,  and,  consequently,  the  second  is  performed  faster  than  the  first. 
These  measures  may  be  constructed  and  varied  as  to  take  two  feet  of  dactylic  verse,  or 
two  feet  of  trochaic. 

In  the  foregoing  examples  of  the   primitive   and   derivative   measures,   in   Common, 
Triple,  and  Compound   time,  it   will   be   found,  that   by   the   various   constructions  and 
rhythmical  arrangements  of  the  different  notes  and  ties,  in  various  measures,  all  the  dif-   i 
ferent  feet  of  poetry  may  be  applied  to  them,  and  agree  with  them   in  time,  accent,   em-  ' 
phasis  and  cadence.

CHAPTER    V. 
RHYTHM. -OF  TIME,  ACCENTJMPHASIS.  AND  CADENCE. 

SECTION  XXIV. — Nothing  is  more  essential  to  the  due  performance  of  music  than  ad 
justing  the  time  to  the  intention  and  meaning  of  the  poetry. 

Some  of  the  most  striking-effects  of  music  are  produced  by  the  change  of  time. 

The  slow  naturally  has  a  solemn,  grave,  and  serious  tendency ;  and  the  lively  tends  to 
joy  and  cheerfulness. 

Destroy  the  time,  or  thwajt  the  measure,  and  you  rob  the  strain  of  its  int^re-:  and 
charm.  The  less  we  are  made  sensible  of  anything  mechanical  in  giving  or  keeping  the 
time,  the  more  fully  will  the  effect  of  the  melody  and  harmony  he  allowed  to  opera**, 
and  the  more  deeply  will  the  mind  be  penetrated  with  the  feeling" to  ho  awakened. 

But  as  notes  are  used  iu  different  rhythmical  measures  and  movements,  as  also  have 
different  measures  of  poetry  applied,  they  have  not  a  positive  length,  but  only  a  relative  ; 
yet  it  is  proper  that  some  definite  time  should  be  fixed  for  all  the  different  measures,  in 
the  movements  of  Common,  Triple,  and  Compound  time,  as  a  standard  to  guide  the 
chorister  to  a  consistent  movement  in  all  those  measures ;  from  which,  however,  it  may 
be  allowed  to  vary  according  to  the  requirement  of  the  poetry. 

Perhaps  the  most  appropriate  time  which  can  be  assigned  to  all  the  foregoing  va- 
rieties of  measure,  is  three  seconds  to  the  first  and  second  measures  of  Common,  and  to 
the  first  of  Triple  and  Compound  time  ;  and  the  third  of  Common,  and  second  of  Triple 
and  Compound,  about  one-.hird  faster. 

Thus  we  have  sis  measures— the  first  and  second  of  Common  time  being  blended  into 
one — all  of  various  rhythmical  movements;  this  being  an  ample  supply  for  all  the  poetio 
measures  that  can  be  written. 

AH  the  me&sures  of  Common  time  have  two  beats  in  the  measure;  a  <'<(ifd  bfat  on 
the  first  part  of  the  measure,  and  an  up  beat  on  the  second ;  and  when  two  feet  of  tro- 
chaic verse  are  applied  to  them,  they  have  two  accents,  but  when  only  one  foot  of  versa 
is  applied,  they  have  but  one  accent. 

NOTE. — Some  authors  and  teachers  recommend  four  beats — down — left — right — up— 
to  be  given  to  the  measures  of  4-4  time;  there  may  be  some  advantage  in  this  arrange- 
ment, and  the  judicious  teacher  will  decide  for  himself  between  two  or  four  beats. 

The  measures  of  Triple  time  have  three  beats,  to  each  measure,  two  down  and  one  wp- 
In  their  primitive  state  they  have  but  one  accent,  and  ome  dactylic  foot  of  verse  applied 
to  them  ;  but  each  measure  may  be  so  varied  as  to  take  two,  and  even  three  accents  to 
the  measure,  with  two  or  three  feet  of  trochaic  verse. 

The  Compound  measures  have  two  accents  in  the  measure,  whether  the  verse  be 
even  or  uueven — trochaic  or  dactylic,  and  two  beats  to  each  measure,  a  down  beat  on  the 
first  part,  and  an  up  beat  on  the  fourth. 

Each  of  the  foregoing  measures,  in  their  different  movements,  may  be  so  arranged  aa 
to  take  as  many  accents  as  it  has  beats  performed  to  it ;  but  no  accented  syllable  can 
properly  be  sung  to  a  note  on  which  the  hand  is  not  in  motion,  when  marking  the  time. 
(See  chapter  6.) 

The  first  and  second  measures  of  Common  time  are  identical  in  their  rhythmical  con- 
struction, as  is  evidently  seen  in  the  examples  of  the  derivatives  in  chapter  4,  section  19. 
But  still  it  may  he  of  some  advantage  to  music  to  retain  them  both,  and  use  the  first  to 
those  pieces,  the  most  of  whose  measures  contain  hut  one  foot  of  verse  and  one  accent; 
and  the  second  to  thoso  pieces  whoso  measures  mostly  contain  two  feet  of  verse,  and  two 
accents. 
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wOTE. — To  measure  musical  time  with  accnracy  and  precision,  a  vibratory  pendulum 
may  be  used,  which  may  bo  rcgnlated  by  the  length  of  its  cord,  to  swing  or  vibrate  to 
any  given  time.  A  pendulum  is  a  heavy  body,  such  as  a  piece  of  brass  or  lead,  suspend- 
ed by  a  wire  or  cord,  so  as  to  swing  backward  and  forward.  And  when  it  swings,  it  is 
said  to  vibratf  ;  and  that  part  of  a  circle  through  which  it  vibrates  is  called  its  arc.  The  j 
vibrations  are  nearly  equal  whether  it  pass  through  a  less  or  greater  space  of  its  arc  ;  so 
that  there  will  be  no  material  difference  in  its  vibrations  or  oscillations,  whether  it  pass 
six  fret  through  its  are,  or  only  six  inches.  Hence,  a  ball  of  some  heavy  metal  of  about 
one  inch  in  diameter,  suspended  by  a  line  dense  cord  of  39.2  inches  in  length  from  the 
centre  of  the  ball  to  the  centre  of  its  motion,  or  the  pin  from  which  it  is  suspended,  will 
Vibrate  once  every  second.  The  length  of  this  pendulum  will  vibrate  to  the.  beats  of  the 
measures  of  the  third  movement  of  Common  time,  and  to  the  first  of  Triple,  and  the  sec- 
ond of  Compound  ;  each  of  these  movements  having  one  second  allowed  to  each  part  of 
their  measures,  and  consequently  to  each  beat. 

for  the  first  and  second  movements  of  Common  time,  and  the  first,  of  Compound,  the 
cord  of  the  pendulum  must  be  38.2  inches  long ;  this  makes  one  vibration  in  one  and  a 
half  seconds,  and  vibrates  In  accordance  with  those  measures  which  have  two  beats  to 
tin*  measure,  and  are  performed  in  three  seconds. 

The  second  movement  of  Triple  lime  haa  no  equivalent  in  its  measure,  as  it  has 
three  beats,  performed  in  two  seconds ;  whereas  the  third  movement  of  Common  time 
has  but  two  in  the  same  space  of  time ;  and,  consequently,  this  requires  a  cord  whose 
length  i*  but  17  inches,  to  vibrate  in  accordance  with  the  beating  of  its  time. 

There  is  now  an  instrument  constructed  called  a  Metronome,  which  by  a  short  pendu- 
lum, with  :i  si  id  in  ir  weight,  set    in  motion  by  clock-work,  serves  to  measure  time  in  music, 

83&G  XXV.—  Act  ent  and  emphasis  form  the  essence  of  versification  and  music.  It  is 
from,  this  source  (hat  poetry  and  music  derive  their  dignity,  variety,  expression,  and  Me- 
ndicancy. Without  these  requisites  music  and  poetry  would  be  heavy  and  lifeless  ;  they 
would  fail  to  animate  our  feelings  :  and  the  meaning  of  the  verse  would  be  ambiguous 
and  unintelligible.  Consequently,  as  ihn  accent  of  the  music  must  exactly  and  invari- 
ably agree  with  the  accent  and  emphasis  of  the  poetry,  when  united,  it  makes  it  indis- 
pensably necessary  for  the  learner  to  acquire  some  knowledge  of  the  nature  and  pro- 
priety of  accent  and  emphasis,  and  the  rules  for  applying  them,  both  to  music  and  poetry. 


Accent  is  the  laying  of  a  peculiar  stress  of  the  voice  on  a  certain  syllable  in  a  word, 
or  on  a  note  in  music,  that  they  may  be  better  heard  than  the  rest,  or  distinguished  from 
them.  Every  word  of  more  than  one  syllable,  has  one  or  more  syllables  accented  For 
example:  the  words  music*  musical  and  musically  have  the  first  syllables  accented:  the 
words  become,  becoming,  and  becomingly  have  the  second  syllable  accented  ;  and  the 
words  contravene,  contravener,  and  contravention  have  the  third  syllable  accented.  Now, 
when  monosyllables,  which,  properly  speaking,  have  no  accent,  are  combined  with  other 
syllables,  and  form  a  phrase,  the  stress  which  is  laid  on  one  syllable,  in  preference  to 
another,  is  called  emphasis  :  and  thus  emphasis,  in  monosyllables,  supplies  the  place  of 
accent,  and  is  the  same  with  it  in  dissyllables  and  polysyllables, 

SEC.  XXVI.— Time  in  music  and  poetry  Is  the  quantity  or  length  by  which  is  assigned  to 
every  particular  note  and  syllable  its  due  measure,  without  making  it  either  longer  or 
shorter  than  it  ought  to  be.  There  are  two  kinds  of  time  in  music,  namely,  Common  or 
equal  time,  and,  Triple  or  unequal  time.  These  Times  are  regulated  by  the  accent,  which 
is  laid  on  particular  parts  of  the  measure,  the  regulation  of  which  must  agree  with  the 
measures  of  poetry  into  feet,  where  the  accent  is  laid  on  particular  syllables,  by  means 
of  which  the  voice  steps  along  through  the  verse  in  a  regularly  measured  pace,  which  is 
delightful,  musical,  and  pleasing. 

Poetry  is  measured  by  feet  All  feet  in  poetry  consist  either  of  two  or  of  three  syl- 
lables. Feet  of  two  syllables  are  equal,  and  feet  of  three  syllables  are  unequal.  Conse- 
quently, poetry  mav  be  divided  into  two  parts,  namely,  equal  measured  verst  and  unequal 
in  ensured  revue,  Yerse  of  equal  measure  consists  of  feet  of  two  syllables,  and  verse  of 
unequal  measure  consists  of  feet  of  three  syllables.  Each  of  1  bese  measures  may  be 
subdivided  into  two  parts;  the  hist  or  equal  measure  into  TUOCHAIC  and  IaMBIC,  and  the 
second  or  unequal  measure  into  Dactylic  and  Anapaestic  measure. 

Verses  of  Trochaic  measure  consist  of  feet  of  two  syllables,  having  the  first  syllable 
of  each  foot  accented,  and  the  last  unaccented. 

Verses  of  Iambic  measure  consist  also  of  feet  of  two  syllables,  having  the  llrst  syl- 
lable of  each  foot  unaccented,  and  the  second  accented. 

Verses  of  Dactylic  measure  consist  of  feet  of  three  syllables,  having  the  first  syllable 
of  each  foot  accented,  and  the  last  two  unaccented. 

Verses  of  Anapaestic  measure  consist  also  of  feet  of  threo  syllables,  having  tne  firm 
two  syllables  unaccented,  and  the  last  accented.

DACTYLIC  FEET  OF  POETRY  WITH  MEASURES  OF  MUSIC. 
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ANAPESTIC  FEET  OF  POETRY  WITH  MEASURES  OF  MUSIC. 
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In  the  foregoing  representations,  where  the  poetic  .measures  are  divided  into  their  re- 
spective feet  of  two  or  three  syllables,  the  words  used  at  the  head  of  each  of  their  di- 
visions represent  by  their  accent,  the  respective  feet  of  poetry  and  measures  of  music  to 
■which  they  belong.  Thus  the  Trochaic  foot  is  represented  by  the  dissyllables,  beauty, 
bounty,  kindness,  &e.  ;  the  Iambic  by  befriend,  become,  attend,  compose,  &c. ;  the  Dac- 
tylic by  the  trissyllables,  cherubim,  paradise,  meditate,  gravitate,  &c. ;  and  the  Anapaus- 
tic  by  appertain,"intervene,  importune,  overflow,  &c. 

In  the  example  of  trochaic  feet,  it  will  readily  be  seen,  that  the  accent  of  the  poetry, 
in  each  division,  agrees  with  the  accent  of  the  music.  But  as  the  first  part  of  the  mu- 
sical measure  is  invariably  accented,  and  the  last  part  unaccented,  it  will    be  discovered, 

That,  in  the  example  of  Iambic  measure  the  feet  must  be  divided  by  the  common 
bar,  and  the  first  syllable  of  each  foot  put  in  the  last  part  of  the  measure,  and  the  last 
syllable  in  the  first  part,  as  may  readily  be  seen  in  the  example.  And  thus  the  accent  of 
the  poetic  feet  and  of  the  musical  measures  will  agree  and  be  retained  in  their  proper 
places. 

In  the  example  of  the  Dactylic  feet,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  poetic  feet  agree  with  the 
measures  of  music  ;  they  both  having  the  accent  on  the  first  part ;  but. 

In  the  example  of  Anapaestic  feet  it  will  be  discovered  that  the  foot  of  poetry  must 
be  divided  by  the  bar,  and  the  first  two  syllables  of  each  foot  put  in  the  last  part  of  one 
measure,  and  the  last  syllable  in  the  first  part  of  the  next;  so  that  the  two  unaccented 
yllables  possess  the  unaocented  pa,rt  qf  %X\e  musical  measured,  and  tao  accented  syllable 
rt  he  accented  part, 


The  preceding  are  the  principal  feet  and  measures,  of  which  all  species  of  English 
verse  wholly  or  chiefly  consist.  These  measures,  however,  are  capable  of  many  vari- 
ations, by  their  intermixture  with  each  other,  and  by  the  admission  of  secondary  feet. 
From  this  intermixture  it  is,  that  we  have  such  a  variety  of  metres. 

yOTE. — The  Secondary  feet  of  poetry  are — 

1.  A  Spoxdee,  having  both  the  words  and  syllables  accented,  as  in  th»  words 
A-mtn,  pale  moon. 

2.  A  Pyrrhic,  having  both  the  words  or  syllables  unaccented,  as  on  the  high  rock. 

3.  An  Amphirrach,  having  the  first  and  last  syllables  unaccented,  and  the  middle 
one  accented,  as  in  the  words,  de-light-ful,  a-mend-ment. 

4.  A  Tribrach,  having  all  its  syllables  unaccented,  as  in  the  words,  nu-me-ra-bl*. 
va-ri-a-ble,  aon-quer-a^ble. 

The  Spondee  and  Pyrrhic  are  both  f«et  of  two  syllables,  the  one  having  both  syllables 
accented,  and  tho  other"  both  unaccented  j  and  the  Amphibrach  and  Tribach  are  both  fe«»

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ol  three  syllables,  the  one  having  all  its  syllables  nnaecented,  and  the  middle  accented. 
B"  Hence,  no  piece  of  poetry  can  be  formed  by  the  secondary  feet  alone,  *vhich  is  evident 
from  the  fact  that  the  Spondee  has  both  its  syllables  accented  ;  and  the  Pyrrhic  and  the 
Tribrach  have  all  their  syllables  unaccented;  consequently  the  Spondaic  measure  would 
form  a  line  in  succession  of  all  accented  syllables  ;  and  the  measure  of  the  Pyrrhic  and 
Tribrach  would  each  form  a  line  in  succession  of  all  unaccented  syllables.  The  Amphi- 
brach measure,  as  it  has  the  first  and  third  syllables  unaccented,  and  the  second  ac- 
cented, would,  bv  a  regular  succession  of  its  feet,  form  a  line  of  one  accented  syllable 
and  two  unaccented  ones,  and  thus  lose  itself  in  the  Dactylic  or  Anapaestic  measure. 
Hence,  it  is  evident  that  there  can  be  no  poetry  formed  of  the  four  secondary  feet  alone; 
but  that  they  only  tend  to  improve,  enrich,  beautify,  and  diversify  the  poetry  of  the  four 
principal  feet. 

QUESTIONS. 

Have  notes  a  positive  or  only  a  relative  length  ?  May  not  some  positive  length  of  time 
be  assigned  io  them  and  to  the  different  measures?  "What  is  the  most  appropriate  length 
of  the  first  two  measures  of  Common  time,  and  the  first  measure  of  Triple  and  Com- 
pound ?  How  much  faster  should  the  last  measures  of  their  movements  he  sung  ?  How 
many  accents  have  the  measures  of  Common  time  ?  The  measures  of  Triple  ?  Of  Com- 
pound ■>,  Have  their  measures  more  or  less  accents  according  to  their  rythmical  construc- 
tion ?  How  many  accents  can  each  measure  take  ?  Answer — As  many  as  it  has  beats. 
How  many  beats  are  given  to  the  measures  of  Common  time  ?  To  Triple  ?  To  Com- 
pound ?  What  is  accent  ?  "What  is  time  in  music  and  poetry?  How  is  poetry  measured  ? 
How  many  different  feet  of  poetry  are  there  in  music? 


CHAPTER    VI. 


RHYTHM. -ON  MARKING  OR  BEATING  TIME. 

SEC.  XXVII. — For  the  purpose  of  performing  music  In  its  proper  time,  as  it  steps  forth 
with  its  Mowing  numbers  through  the  various  rhythmical  movements,  it  is  necessary  to 
measure  the  lime  as  it  flows  along.  This  measurement  is  performed  by  the  singers  with 
a  motion  of  the  hand  down  and  up,  in  regular  process  of  tune,  principally  on  the  accent- 
ed part  or  parts  of  Lhe  measure.  For  this  marking  of  the  time,  the  right  hand  should  be 
used,  and  the  motion  of  it  should  be  so  quick  as  to  allow  the  rest  to  be  equal  to  the  mo- 
tion. The  first  part  of  every  measure,  in  all  the  various  movements,  has  a  down  beat. 
In  the  measures  of  <  'ommon  Time  which  contain  four  fourth  notes,  there  is  a  down  beat 
on  the  first,  a  rust  on  the  second,  an  up  beat  on  the  third,  and  a  rest  on  the  fourth  ;  and 
when  these  measures  have  but  two  notes,  the  rest  of  the  hand  should  likswise  be  equal 
to  the  motion. 

In  the  measures  of  Triple  time,  where  there  are  three  beats  in  the  measure,  two  down 
and  one  up,  the  rest  of  the  hand  should  likewise  be  equal  with  its  motion.  And  in  the 
measures  of  Compound  time,  the  rest  of  the  hand  should  be  double  to  that  of  its  motion  ; 
for  where  there  are  six  quarter  notes  in  a  measure,  there  is  a  down  beat  on  the  first,  a 
rest  on  the  second  and  third,  an  up  heat  on  the  fourth,  and  a  rest  on  the  fifth  and  sixth, 
nnd  in  all  the  various  forms  of  the  measure,  the  rest snould  oh  double  to  the  motion.  And 
as  there  is  a  down  Deal  on  the  first  part  of  every  measure  in  all  the  movements  of  time, 
go  all  the  measures  in  the  various  movements  and  rhythmical  constructions,  have  the 
ilrst  part  accented  ;  and  thus  the  hand  and  accent  of  the  voice  move  together. 

When  the  measures  of  Common  time  contain  but  two  parts,  with  one  foot  of  Trochaic 
Verse,  they  have  but  one  accent,  which  is  on  the  first  part:  but  when  they  contain  four 
parts,  with  two  feet  of  Trochaic  verse,  th«y  have  two  accents,  which  are  on  the  first  and 
third  parts  of  tin*  measure,  being  the  same  parts  on  which  the  hand  is  in  motion.  And 
thus  the  hand  and  the  accent  of  the  voice  still  move  together. 


The  measures  of  Triple  time,  when  in  their  primitive  state,  havo  bnt  one  accent,  which 
is  on  the  first  part ;  and  in  that  state  they  take  one  foot  of  Dactylic  verse.  Rut  they  may 
be  so  constructed  as  to  take  two  and  three,  accents  and  two  And  three  feet  of  Trochaic 
verse.  For  where  the  measure  contains  two  crotchets  and  two  minims,  and  has  two  feet 
of  Trochaic  verse  applied,  it  has  two  accents,  one  on  the  first  rVart,  which  falls  on  the  first 
crotchet,  and  the  other  on  the  second  part,  which  falls  on  the  first  minim  ;  and  when  it 
has  six  crotchets,  and  three  feet  of  Trochaic  verse  applied,  it  has  three  accents — one  on 
each  part  of  the  measure,  which  is  on  the  same  part  the  beat  is  performed  in  marking 
the  time.  In  marking  this  measure  we  have  a  down  beat  on  the  first  crotchet  and  rest  on 
the  second, — down  on  the  third  and  rest  on  the  fourth, — up  on  the  fifth  and  rest  on  the 
sixth;   ihus  it  has  an  accent  to  every  beat,  and  the  hand  and  the  accent  still  move  together. 

The  measures  of  Compound  time  have  two  accents  nfW  also  two  beats,  which  fall  on 
the  first  and  fourth  parts.  They  contain  either  two  feet  of  Dactylic  verse,  or  two  feet  of 
Trochaic,  according  to  their  construction. 

SEC.  XXYIII. — The  Compound  measure  is  an  even  measure  ;  it  can  lake  tiro  threes — or 
two  feet  of  unequal  measured  verse  ;  but  cannot,  like  Triple  measure,  take  three  twos,  or 
three  feet  of  equal  measured  verse,  And  notwithstanding  lite  equal  quantity  of  notes 
which  fill  their  measures,  they  differ  widely  in  their  rhythmical  movements, — the  one 
taking  two  threes,  with  ticn  accents  and  two  beats  ;  and  the  other  three  twos,  with  three  ac- 
cents and  three  beats>  as  in  the  following 

example:

In  the  above  example,  the  first  Triple  measure  contains  six  quarter  notes,  and  has  three 
Trorhiis — six  syllables — applied  io  it;  and  the  first  Compound  measure  has  the  same 
number  of  quarter  notes  and  two  Dactyls  applied  to  it — al"o  six  syllables  ;"but  in  their 
rhythmical  movements  there  is  a  wide  difference  in  this  and  the  following  measures,  as 
indicated  by  the  abbreviatures. 

SEC,  XXIX. — Since  a  practical  knowledge  of  time  and  accent,  nnd  of  beating  time  with 
accuracy,  according  to  the  movements  of  the  various  measures,  lies  at  the  foundation  of 
correct  performance,  and  is  the  most  important  requisite  we  will  illustrate  it  more  clear- 
ly by  the  following  examples. 

In  these  examples  will  be  used  the  following  abbreviatures,  viz  :  d  will  stand  for  down 
Iniit  ;~u  for  uj>  beat ;  and  r  for  rest.  The  dash  ( — }  marks  the  accented  note,  ami  the  semi- 
circle  (o)  the  unaccented.  The  numerals  point  out  the  parts  of  the  measure  according  to 
their  divisions.  For  the  poetic  feet  written  in  each  measure,  and  their  respective  ae 
cents,  see  Sec.  2t>,  with  examples.

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SEC.  XXX In  the  foregoing  example  of  common  time,  the  movement  is 

marked  for  two  half  notes  to  the  primitive  measure  :  and  yet  ihere  are  six  meas- 
ures with  four  quarter  notes.  Now  the  measures  which  contain  two  half  notes 
have  one  accent,  and  one  foot  of  trochaic  verse  ;  and  those  which  contain  four 
quarter  notes  have  two  accents  and  two  feet  of  trochaic  verse,  and  yet  they 
move  smoothly  and  sweetly  together  throughout  the  whole  tune.  Each  of  these 
measures  has  two  beats — one  down  and  one  «/'.  There  is  an  accented  down  beat 
on  the  first  part  of  every  measure,  in  all  the  movements  of  time;  and  when  the 
measure  contains  two  half  notes,  there  is  an  unaccented  up  beat,  as  in  that  state 
it  has  but  one  accent,  and  one  foot  of  trochaic  verse;  but  when  it  consists  of 
four  quarter  notes,  it  has  accent  on  the  up  beat  also,  and  contains  two  feet  of 
trochaic  verse.  All  the  measures  can  tnke  as  many  accents  as  they  have  regu- 
lar beats ;  and  no  measure  should  have  more  beats  than  it  can  take  accents. 

Throughout  the  foregoing  example  are  found  measures  containing  one  two 
thru-,  and  four  syllable*  of  wis-  -ill  combined  in  one  piece  of  music,  m  it  ng  in 
succession.  Moreover  som.'oftlcse  meaeures  have  hilt  one  accent,  and  em- 
brace  one  foot  of  trochaic  ver^e  nod  others  one  foot  of  dactylic.  Other  meas- 
ures have  two  accents,  and  two  feet  of  trochaic  verse.  Hence  we  see  how  va- 
rious the  measures,  in  the  self-same  tone  may  be  formed,  in  their  rhythmical 
construction,  to  answer  the  purposes  of  the  various  kinds  of  poetic  numbers,  and 


still  retain  a  uniform  movement  and  regular  heat  on  all  'he  accented  parts  of 
the  measure.  Hence  also  the  propriety  of  giving  only  two  heats  to  (he  measure* 
of  oil  the  movements  of  Common  time,  which  are  nothing  more  than  primitive* 
and  derivatives  to  each  other,  and  should,  in  all  cases,  be  treated  as  »nch.  (See 
examples,  Sec.  19.)

This  measure  has  two  accents,  and  alwavs  two  heats  ;  on  the  first  note  of  the  primitive 
measure,  and  an  up  beat  on  the  fourth,  and  in  its  primitive  state,  has  two  feet  of  dactyl- 
ic verse  applied  to  it,  as  in  the  examples.  When  this  measure  contains  two  pointed  min- 
ims and  one  foot  of  trochaic  verse,  it  has  in  that  form,  but  one  accent,  which  is  frequent- 
ly the  case  at  the  close  of  one  line  of  poetry,  and  the  commencement  of  another  The  pu- 
pil will  readily  discover  by  the  abbreviatures,  (Sec.  XXIX,  that  the  rest  of  the  hand  in- 
marking  this  measure,  is  double  to  that  of  its  motion  which  should  be  duly  observed  :iim» 
practiced.

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Til  the  getond  example,  the  movement  is  also  in  compound  lime,  with  the  measure  va- 
ried and  constructed  with  notes  and  ti<w,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  apply  two  feet  of  trocha- 
ic ferse  to  some,  and  one  foot  and  a  half  to  others.  The  motion  of  the  hand,  in  beating 
lime  should  be  as  quick  on  a  long  note  as  it  is  on  a  short  one4  so  that  a  regular  and  uni- 
form motion  and  rest  be  sustained  throughout  all  the  measures  of  a  whole  piece  of  mu- 
«ic, 

Noti:.— From  the  foregoing  examples  and  definitions,  it  is  evident,  that  accent  and 
emphasis  adjust  and  regulate  the  time  of  tin*  measures  in  music  and  of  the  feet  in  poetry, 
and  also  the  motion  of  the  hand  in  marking  the  time  of  the  various  measures,  in  all  the 
different  movements.  And  from  this  fact,  as  well  as  the  fact  that  the  two  movements  of 
Common  time  are  identical,  as  shown  in  the  examples.  Sec.  XIX,  we  can  find  no  use  for 
four  buats  in  nny  in  easure  of  Common  lime.  And  it  is  strange  to  us  how  the  idea  should  j 
arer  have  occurred,  of  introdacing  six  beats  to  the  measure  of  Compound  lime. 

See.  XXXIII. — The  moiion  of  the  hand,  in  beating  time,  should  accompany  the  accent,  j 
And  although  the  hand  must  in  some  measures,  beat  on  an  unaccented  part,  jet  in  other 
m  easmvs,  in  the  same  I  one,  that  part  may  be  accented  :  and  thus  the  hand  is  always  in 
motion  on  the  Accented  part  of  the  measure,  and  should  rest  on  the  unaccented.  T-o  have 
a  continual  motion  of  tin-  hand,  in  marking  the  time,  shacklos  the  Fingers,  and  produces 
heavy  and  lifeless  performance.  Tile  more  natural  and  easy  the  singers  can  mov  along. 
In  marking  the  time,  the  more  charming  and  powerful  will  the  effect  of  the  melody  ami 
harmony  prove,  and  operate  on  the  minds  of  the  performers  and  the  audiance. 

Sec  XXXIV.— D  'ceney  and  order  should  clraractcri'/e  the  time.  The  hand  should  be 
kept  open,  and  move  perpendicularly  up  and  down,  with  a  quick  motion,  but  not  too 
high.  The  re>t  of  the  baud  should  always  be  equal  to  its  motion,  and  in  slow  movements 
about  double,  in  triple  tune,  the  hand  has  two  down  beats  and  one  up  ;  in  all  the  other 
movement--  the  moiion  of  the  hand  is  simply  up  and  down.  All  contortion,  closing,  t  wi-i- 
lng,  or  irregular  motion  of  the  hand  should  be;  carefully  guarded  against,  and  avoided, 
and  an  easy  motion  and  rest  sustained  throughout. 

Note.— Some  authors  nrrnnge  the  measures  of  the  different  movements  into  four  di- 
visions;, namely  ;  Double,  Triple.  Quadruple,  and  Sextuple,  and  give  two  beats  to  the  first. 
three  to  the  second,  four  to  tin  tnird  and  six  to  the  fourth.  This  arrangement  seems  to 
have,  at  first  sight,  a  good  deul  of  consistency;  since  the  first  has  two  parts  to  the  meas- 
ure, the  second  three,  the  third  four,  and  the  fourth  six,  in  their  primitive  form.  But 
when  we  take  into  consideration  the  accentuation  of  the  different  measures  of  those  move- 
ments (Sec.  xxvi)— the  mmminpling  of  the  measures  of  the  firstand  third.  (Sec.  xxx.) — 
the  different  rhythmical  constructions  and  movements  of  the  measures  of  the  second  and 
fourth,  (Sec,  xxvm) — and  besides  this,  the  four  and  six  beats  which  those  authors  di- 
rect— the  propriety  of  this  arrangement  vanishes  away. 

The  mode  of  beating  the  triple  measure  with  the  second  heat  horizontally  seems  to 
hare  gained  some  practice ;  though  we  decidedly  prefer  two  down  beats  and  one  up. 
This  mode  is  mon-  uniform  with  all  the  other  beats  in  the  different  movements,  and  less 
•ubjoct  to  had  singers  to  a  disorderly  habit  in  the  motion  of  the  hand.

SEC.  XXXVI.— As  musical  sounds  may  bo  hi;rh  or  low,  (Sec.  Ill,)  a  scale  Is  used  to 
represent  them  in  their  different  pitch. 

In  the  following  scales  of  the  major  and  minor  modes,  is  represented  the  gradual 

succession  of  the  tones  and  the  semitones,  rising  by  steps  and  half-steps,  counting:  from 
the  lowest  upwards,  and  thus  forming  the  diatonic  scale  in  both  keys.

Each  of  the  above  scales  fa  made  iip  of  seven  Bounds,  (Sec.  IT,)  with  the  inversion  of 
fnfe  first,  which  becomes  an  eighth,  and  thus  completes  the  octave,  and  commence*  a 
ttncond  scale. 

These  scales  consist  of  five  tones  and  two  semitones — or  five  steps  and  two  naff  -steps 
— which  are  distinguished  on  this  scale,  by  the  lines  and  spaces,  the  spaces  of  the  semi- 
tones being  only  half  as  wide  as  those  of  the  tones.  By  this  the  pupil  will  discover,  that 
the  semitones  lie  between  B  and  C,  and  E  and  F  ;  they  also  lie,  invariably,  between  the 
syllables  Si  and  Do,  and  Mi  and  Faw.  Theses  letters  and  notes  are  placed  on  the  lines,  m 
the  above  scale,  in  the  same  order  in  which  they  are  placed  in  their  natural  position  on 
the  lines  and  in  the  spaces  of  the  staff. 

SEC.  XXXVIf.—Jiy  comparing  the  sounds  C,  D,  E,  F,  of  the  major  scale  above,  with 
G,  A,  B,  C,  we  find  that  the  distance  of  each  of  these  fourths  consists  of  three  tones  and 
a  semitone  ;  therefore  any  tune  formed  by  one  wiHl  be  similar  to  that  of  the  other. 

These  fonr  sounds  are  termed  a  Tetrachord  ;  they  composed  the  Ancient  Greek 
Scales,  and  the  enumeration  of  all  the  sounds  of  their  system  ;  though  it  appears  from 
Gardiner's  "Mubic  of  Nature,"  that  their  music  was  all  written  in  the  minor  scale-. 
The  two  Tetrachords,  taken  in  succession,  form  the  diatonic  scale;  the  chief  sound  or 
key  of  which  is  taken  from  C;  it  being  the  letter  from  which  the  natural  major  key 
proceeds.

The  Tetrachords  of  the  minor  scale  are  unlike  in  the  location  of  the  semitones,  the 
first  of  which  has  the  half  sU;p  between  the  second  and  third  ;  and  the  second  has  it  be- 
tween the  first  and  second  of  the  scale.  They  also  differ  with  the  Tetrachords  of  the 
major,  owing  to  the  fact,  that  those  of  the  major  proceed  from  O  and  G,  and  the  minor 
from  A  and  E.  Both  the  major  and  the  minor,  however,  have  the  semitones  between  B 
and  C,  and  E  and  F  J  as  also  between  Si  and  Do,  and  Mi  and  Faw, 


NOTE. — In  counting  intervals  in  thin  work,  both  the.  extremes  will  b<*  counted  and 
taken  into  the  number.  Thus,  C,  D,  E,  F,  form  four  intervals  of  the  scalp,  reckoning 
from  grave  to  acute  ;  though  there  are  only  three  intervals  or  spaces  between  them.  Th« 
term  interval  is  applied  both  to  the  distance  between  the  notes,  and  to  the  noi<s  them- 
selves. Thus  E  is  not  only  said  to  be  at  the  distance  of  a  third  above  CT  but  is  itneJf  called 
the  third  above  C  ;  G  is  not  only  said  to  be  at  the  distance  of  a  fifth  above  C* ;  but  is  itself 
called  a  fifth  above  C  ;  in  both  of  which  cases  the  extremes  are  taken  into  the  number. 
So  when  the  voice  gradually  ascending  or  descending  by  intervals,  is  compared  to  -teps 
and  half  steps,  the  first  sound  will  of  course,  be  its  first  steprthe  second  bo  and  its  sec- 
ond, the  third,  its  third,  &c. ;  and  as  the  scale  is  unlimited,  whatever  sound  or  letter  th» 
voice  or  the  instrument  may  strike,  there  are  still  intervals  below  it  or  above,  from 
which  that  step  proceeds.  In  the  scale  o'f  music,  the  half  ttops  are  taken  into  the  num- 
ber of  intervals  as  well  as  those  of  the  steps. 

SEC.  XXXVIII. — Two  disjoint  Tetrachords,  one  arranged  above  the  other,  form-  th» 
diatonic  scale.  Those  two  Tetrachords,  the  first  of  which  proceeds  from  C,  and  the  sec- 
ond from  G,  form  the  major  scale ;  and  those  two,  the  first  of  which  proceeds  from  A, 
and  the  second  from  E,  form  the  minor  scale.

NOTE.— It  is  very  desirable  that  singers  pronounce  the  syllables  clearly  and  distinct- 
ly in  solmization  :  it  adds  greatly  to  the  beauty  of  music,  and  will  lead  to  a  correct  pro- 
nunciation of  the  poetry,  when, applied  to  music,  which  is  of  the  greatest  importance. 

SEC.  XXXrX.— The  following  rhythmical  exercises  should  be  practiced  in  a  school. 
with  a  full  accent,  and  a  regular  marking  of  the  time,  until  the  pupils  h:\\e  acquired  a 
ready  motion  of  the  hand,  and  a  command  of  voice,  in  striking  the  accented  noti.-s  with 
strength  and  firmness,  and  with  a  clear  voice ;  and  the  unaccented  in  a  soft,  smooth,  and 
easv  manner.  In  training  a  school,  no  pains  should  be  spared  in  the  intonation  of  the 
voice,  and  in  a  regular  marking  of  the  time,  as  ihert-ou  depends  icholly  all  future  suece,s» 
in  bringing  out  music  in  rhythmical  order,  and  with  tasie  and  ele^nnce.

SECTION  XLIL— The  intervals  of  the  scale  ar€  seven,  (Sec.  II.)  the  first  of  which  It 
called— 

The  Tonic,  which  is  the  key  note  or  principal  sound,  and  which  governs  all  the  rest. 

The  second  1*  called  the  Bupertonic,  because  it  is  next  above  the  Tonic.  (Super,  above.) 

The  third  i-  called  the  Mediant,  as  it  is  half  way  between  the  Tonic  and  Dominant. 
It  varies  with  the  mode,  being  the  greater  third  in  the  major,  and  the  lesser  third  in  the 
to  nor. 


The  fourth  is  called  the  Subdominant,  being  next  below  the  Dominant.  Hut  the  term 
arises  from  its  being  a  fifth  below  the  Tonic,  the  same  degree  that  the  dominant  is  above. 
(Sub — under.) 

The  fifth  is  called  the  Dominant,  from  its  importance  in  the  scale,  and  from  its  imme- 
diate connection  with  the  Tonic  ;  and  as  it  is  heard  in  the  Base  immediately  before  the 
final  perfect  cadence,  it  is  said  to  govern  the  Tonic  in  both  the  major  and  the  minor  scales. 

The  sixth  is  called  the  Submcdiant,  from  its  being  half  way  between  the  Tonic  and 
the  Subdominant  descending.  Like  the  Mediant,  it  varies  "with  the  mode,  being  th» 
greater  sixth  in  the  major  mode,  and  the  lesser  sixth  in  the  minor. 

The  seventh  is  called  the  Leading  note,  from  its  leading  to  the  Tonic.  I:  is  also  called 
the  SubsemitoTie,  from  its  being  a  semitone  below  the  Tonic.  Moreover,  it  is  called  the 
ekarp  seventh,  from  its  being  of  a  sharp  sound  in  the  major  scale,  and  is  frequently 
sharped  in  the  minor. 

The  eighth  is  the  inversion  of  the  Tonic,  and  is  the  same  note  with  it.  though  it  is  an 
octave  higher  in  the  general  Scale. 

SEC.  XLIII. — In  the  following  scale  is  exhibited  the  connection  of  the  three  parts  of 
music,  Base,  Tenor,  and  Treble  ;  with  the  degrees  of  sound  of  all  the  letters  expressed 
by  numerals,  on  the  stall's,  as  they  rise  in  acuteness,  on  the  scale.  The  Treble  staff* is  the 
same  with  the  Tenor,  except  that  it  rises  an  octave  higher  in  the  scale  ;  owing  to  the 
fact,  that  the  female  voice  is  more  acute  by  one  octave,  than  that  of  the  male  Hence 
there  are  represented  on  the  scale  2>  musical  sounds,  from  G,  the  first  line  of  the  baSo 
stall,  to  O,  the  space  above  the  fifth  line  of  the  Treble  stall";  this  being  the  ordinary  com- 
pass of  the  human  voice,  including  male  and  female:  though  the  ordinary  compass  of 
either  sex  is  only  fifteen  sounds.     (See  note  on  Sec.  VI.)

From  the  fact  that  there  are  but  seven,  original  sounds  in  the  scale  of  music,  and  that 
H  takes  eight  sounds  to  complete  the  scale,  some  difficulty  seems  to  arise,  in  finding;  out 
the  eighth  sound.  But  when  it  is  taken  into  consideration  that  the  key  note  of  either  the 
major  or  the  minor  scale  is  always  taken  as  one;  and  is  the  first  interval  in  the  diatonic 
scale;  and  that  it  occurs  or  comes  round  again  every  -eighth  interval,  (like  the  Sabbath, 
which  is  ihe  first  day  of  the  week,  and  comes  round -every  eighth  day  ;  though  there  are 
hut  seven  days  in  the  week,)  it  is  easily  perceived,  that  the  eighth  is  nothing  more  than  an 
inversion  of  the  first;  and  with  the  same  sound  that  commences  a  succeeding  scale,  the 
preceding  is  completed :  thus  the  Tonic  is  the  first  sound  in  the  scale,  and  is  also  the  last. 

By  the  three  braces  which  include  the  octaves  in  the  above  scale,  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  first  brace  includes  the  first  note  and  the  eighth  ;  the  second  brace  includes  the  eighth 
and  the  fifteenth  ;  z-.nd  the  third  include  the  fifteenth  and  the  twenty-si-cond.  Thus  it  is 
'manifest  that  the  last  note  of  a  preceding  octave,  is  the  first  note  of  a  succeeding  one. 
The  same  method  is  perceivable  in  the  braces  of  the  double  octaves  ;  the  first  of  which 
■Includes  the  first  and  the  fifteenth,  for  the  compass  of  the  male  voice  ;  and  the  second 
■includes  the  eighth  and  the  twenty-second,  for  the  compass  of  the  female  voice ;  thus 


still  including  in  the  braces,  the  last  note  and  the  first  of  each  octave. 

Although  the  ordinary  compass  of  the  human  voice  is  limited  to  three  octave?,  com- 
prising twentytwo  musical  sounds  ;  yet  there  are  some  voices  which  can  surpass  this 
limitation  ;  the  instruments  have  yet  a  much  wider  rtmge,  and  the  musical  scale  know* 
no  bounds,  Hence  we  see  in  the  scale,  notes  in  double  letters  %elow r  also  notes  in  Alt. 
above;  these  might  form  new  octaves  above  and  below  ;  and  be  continued  octave  upon 
octave,  without  finding  to  them  any  limitation. 

NOTE. — It  is  found  by  a  mathematical  calculation,  based  upon  the  number  of  vibra- 
tions tp  a  second  of  time,  that  the  five  intervals  of  the  diatonic  scale  termed  steps  are  not 
exactly  equal  to  each  other,  while  the  two  Italf^steps  are  each  of  them  a  little  more  than 
half-steps,  and  the  one  between  7  and  S  i?  greater  than  the  one  between  "  and  4. 

Dr.  Calcott,  In  his  Musical  Grammar,  divides  the  scale  tnu»  tones  of  9  comma*  and 
tones  of  -8  commas  ;  and  the  two  diatonic  or  natural  semitones  Into  5  commas,  and  the 
chromatic  or  artificial  ermi tones  into  3  or  4,  according  to  the  magnitude  of  the  tone.

Now  if  the  Intervals  of  the  scale  could  b*>  performed  according  to  this  matheiaati 
cal  standard,  which  i-  baaed  on  the  number  of  vibrations  of  a  string  to  each  interval 
as  represented  above,  it  would  produce  the  most  perfect  harmony.  But  as  the  ncale  in 
this  arrangement  could  not  he  tran  pos.-d  to  other  letters  of  the  scale,  it  would  in  <tb> 
fixed  position,  like  the  purest  honey,  soon  cloy.     Hence, 

In  order  to  adjust  the  scale  to  an  equal  temperament,  all  the  distance",  as  just  giver, 
in  the  mathematical  diagram,  are  added  together,  the  aggregate  of  which  is  131 ;  thip 
number  divided  by  12,  the  number  of  semitones  in  the  scale,  will  produce  lo!?,  as  the  di« 

tanee  of  each  half-step;  and  making  each  step  twieo  as  .great,  will  give  21 J  J  as  tht 
distance  of  a  step.  Thug  all  the  tones  of  the  scale  are  equalized,  and  so  are  the  semi 
tones  also,  and  made  just  half  the  distance  of  a  touo;  and  in  this  equal  temperament  it 
is  transposed  io  all  the  letters  of  the  scale,  and  to  all  the  chromatic  semitones. 

SJSV,  XLIV. —  The  Intervale  of  the  scales  are  used  both  in  conjoint  and  in  a  dislolui 
manner.  They  are  used  conjointly,  when  they  follow  each  other  in  the  order  of  tht 
scale;  and  disjointly  when  tuey  are  separated,  and  form  longer  intervals  or  skip?,  such 
as  the  third,  fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth.  (Sec  exercises,  SBC.  Xli.)  The  «• 
skips  may  ai-o  include  their  octaves,  as  the  tenth,  twelfth  fifteenth,  Ae; 

Disjoint  intervals  are  consonant  or  dissonant,  according  to  the  degrees  of  sound  the* 
are  distant  from  each  other.  The  combination  of  sound  produced  by  thoyirW,  third,  Jlfl.\ 
and  etghtft  intervals  of  the  scale,  major  or  minor,  called  the  Common  Chord  or  harmon 
ic  triad,  (•  zeroises,  Sf-jf.  XLI.,)  are  consonant  intervals,  and  when  sounded  t0getb.ee, 
form  a  delightful  chord,  producing  the  most  sublime  anil  pleasant  harmony;  but  the 
second  and  seventh  are  discords.  (See  table,  8BC,  L.) 

A  Common  Chord  or  harmonic  triad,  Consists  of  a  fundamental  -note,  and  lie  third 
and Jith,  and  usually  its  octave:  and  notwithstanding  the  chord  which  proceeds  from 
the  key  note  is  the  most  perfect,  yet  every  letter  of-  the  scale  may  -be  made  the  funda- 
mental note  of  a  common  chord,  major,  minor,  or  imperfect 

Every  consonant  triad  must  have  a  perfect; major  fifth,  A  major  triad  has  a  major 
third  Irotn  the  first  to  thethlrd,  and  a  minor  third  from  Lbw  third  to  Ukejlfth:  and  a  minor 
triad  has  a  minor  third  from  the  first  -lo  the  third,  and  a  major  thtrd  from  the  third  to  'iu 
fifth.     (Examine  the  scale.)

CHAPTER    IX. 


MELODY-TRANSPOSITION  OF  THE  SCALE. 


ft(?£.  XIjVI. — Thrre  are  two  modes  or  keys  in  music,  the  major  and  the  minor.  (See', 
XXXVI  and  XLI1I.)  In  their  natural  state,  the  major  has  O  for  it*  fundamental  note  or 
key,  and  the  minor  has  A.  But  were  the  keys  confined  to  these  two  letters  alone,  th^ir 
bounds  would  be  too  limited.  Consequently  there  is  a  much  wider  range  provided  for 
them  by  transposition.  For  this  purpose  flats  and  sharps  are  used  as  simr*  to  modufette 
the  sounds,  by  mean-;  of  which  not  only  every  musical  letter,  but  every  chromatic  s*m- 
iton?  may  be  made  the  tonic  or  key  note  both  major  and  minor.  H'-nce  there  are  twen- 
ty-four keys  in  the  scale  of  music,  twelve  of  which  are  maior  and  twelve  are  minor. 

In  the  scale  of  the  major  and  minor  modes,  (Sec.  XXXVI,)  the  half-steps  or  semi- 
tones lie  between  B  and  C,  and  E  and  F  ;  and  in  the  major  scale  they  lie  between  the 
third  and  fourth,  and  seventh  and  eighth  intervals ;  and  in  the  minor  they  lie  between 
the  second  and  third,  and  fifth  and  sixth  intervals  ;  and  in  both  scales  they  He  between 
the  syllables  Mi  and  Faw,  Si  and  Do.  Now  in  this  their  natnral  position  the  tones  and 
semitones  of  the  letters  and  of  the  notes  of  the  major  and  minor  scales  agree;  but  as  th» 
letters  are  immovably  fixed  in  the  scale — and  the  intervals  of  the  scale,  when  transposed, 
also  keep  their  fixed  position  in  relation  to  the  tonic  or  key  note,  there,  is  a  disunion  pro- 
duced by  their  removal,  between  the  fixed  scale  of  the  letters,  and  the  moving  scale  of 
the  keys  which  must  be  adjusted  and  modulated  by  the  ose  of  flats  and  sharps  on  th* 
letters,  so  that  they  yield  to  the  new  key  according  to  its  requirement. 

In  order  to  make  each  one  of  the  twelve  semitones  in  the  chromatic  scale  the  key- 
note of  a  major  scale,  and  also  of  a  minor,  it  is  requisite  to  use  five  sharps  and  six  flativ 
or  six  sharps  and  five  flats,  as  follows  :

When  ilif  keys  are  transposed -by  sharps,  they  rise  a  fifth  in  the  scnie,  and  Hie  domi- 
nMt  of  thi' former  scale  becomes  theTceyTiote  oT  anew  scale;  and  when  they  are  trans- 
posed by  Hals  (hey  art*  lowen  d  a  fifth  and  Ihn  snhdominint  of  the  former  scale  becomes 
the  key-noic  of  a  new  veal*1.  Tims  every  nriltfonal  sharp  or  Hat  removes  the  scale  in  like 
manner  next  to  the  dominant  or  subduminant. 

In  the  remove  of  the  scale,  there  should  never  more  than  six  sharps  or  six  flats  b° 
usi-d.  For  either  six  sharps  or  six  flats  will  remove  tlr;  key  to  the  s:  me  interval.  a*  in 
the  above  scale,  six  sharps  remove  the  major  key  to  K*f.  and  six   flats  loGf  :    which    is 

the  Intermediate  semitone  he  two  n  F  and  G,  and  (he  self-same  Interval  of  the  scale. 

It  is  a  very  singular  fact. — which  evidt  nlly  arises  from  iho  division  of  the  pcilc  int"> 
twelve  semitones, — thai  if  we  take  any  number  of  sharps  to  transpose  the  key.  the  com- 
■■plenum  tn  twelve  of  flats  will  transpose  It  to  the  same  interv.l.  For  instance,  sryn 
sharps  bring  the  major  key  on  C  sharp,  and  Ave  flats — the  complement  to  iwelve— -bring 
It  in  II  flat,  tin*  same  chroma  He  interval.  Seven  flats,  transpose  the  kpy  on  C  flat:  and 
five  i*harps— the  comp "emeni  loiw  elve — transpose  it  ^  n  K.  which  is  the  same  chromatic 
Interval  oi  t '  fl  it.  Tbi*  will  hold  good  with  any  number  of  sharps  and  the  complement 
ctf  flnt"  to  t\vel\  e  ;  or  of  flats,  and  the  complement  of  shnrpp  to  twelve.  But  in  such  ea- 
ten dontile  Jl  it-  and  ilouhle  sharps-  would  have  to  he  used,  which  for  facility  of  execution, 
should  he  avoid*  d  In  all  case.-. 

The  two  keys  stand  in  relation  to  end'  other.  The  relative  minor  is  a  third  below  or 
a  sixth  nbove  the  major,  on  the  »cale:  rnd  the  relative  major  («  a  third  above  or  a  sixth 
below  the  minor,  on  the  scale,  whfin  the  scale i*»  ehin Ttf,  and  the.  key*  remove  to  oih- 
«>r  letter*,  higher  or  lower,  they  always  Mand  in  the  Nam'-  relation  :  and  thus  we  have 
the  fund  I  mental  note  of  both  keys,  in  every  scale.  (See  Table,  pages  31  and  32.

Note. — The  doctrine  which  holds  forth  that  the  semitones  are  produced  by  a  change  of 
the  vowel  sounds  of  the  syllables  applied  to  the  notes  seems  to  be  somewhat  doubtful 
and  uncertain  ;  for  if  the  sh-nder  sound  of  a  vowel  in  the  syllable  applied  to  ri  note  would 
raise  a  note  a  semitone  ;  and  if  the  broad  sound  would  depress  it,  what  would  be  the  con- 
sequence where  words  or  syllables  of  hoth  broad  and  slender  sounds  are  rang  to  the 
same  letter  and  sound  of  tin*  scale?— which  Is  evidently  the  case  in  many  tunes,  and  for 
the  proof  of  which  it  will  oniv  he  necessary  to  refer  to  the  following  tunes,  namely,  Ster- 
ling. Miles1  Kane,  Martyn,  Bozrah,  Tavoy,  kc.  Now  by  (riving  proper  attention  to  the 
above-named  tunes,  it  will  be  found  when  tin-  poetry  i«  applied  to  the  notes,  that  in  many 
measures  there  will  be  broad  and  slender  vowel  sonnets  applied  to  consecutive  notes  of 
the  same  sound— of  the  same  letter ;  and  yet  no  deviation  from  the  self-same  sound  heard 
or  discovi-red,  by  the  application  of  the  different  vowel  sounds.  And  even  when  vocal 
and  instrumental  music  are  performed  together,  there  is  no  discordance  of  sound  discov- 
erable on  these  notes;  but  all  the  sounds,  tooth  from  the  vocal  organs,  and  from  the 
strings  and  pipes,  mingle  and  how  togcthcr-in  sweetest  unison  and  harmony. 

From  the  foregoing  remarks  it  i«=  evident,  that  if  the  different  sounds  of  the  vowels  by 
their  broad  and  slender  sounds,  have  the  pow.-r  to  change  the  pitch  of  a  note  a  semitone 
higher  or  lower.  In  one  instance,  they  have  the  same  power  also  in  other  instances  ;  and 
if  such  be  the  case,  will  it  not  he  best  k.  guard  against  their  changing  tin*  sound  of  the 
notes  In  every  case  ;  and  to  get  the  proper  pitch  of  the  accidental  semitone  by  a  chance 
of  sound,  and  not  hv  a  change  of  syllable  7  as  by  far  the  greater  number  of  notes  that 
would  hi*  atlV-etcd  by  that  change,  would  then-fey  "-become  discordant  and  uubarmonlous, 

A  proper  knowledge  of  the  Chromatic  scale  wall  lead  to  a  more  full  and  extensive 
knowledge  of  the  Diatonic,  in  its  different  positions  when  transposed.  For  by  the  flats 
and  sharps  n«ed  in  the  Chromatic  scale,  thr-  keys  of  the  Diatonic  are  modulated,  and  the 
tones  and  semitones  fixed  in  the  proper  hit*  rvnb*  .in  ill  •  new  keys,  in  every  change  of 
key,  and  it  will  be  obvious  to  the  student  th  it  the. ctiro  natic  scab-  N  nothing  more  than 
a  s'ubdivi-ion  of  the  Diatonic  Into  semitones  :  where  the  lower  letter  of  a  tone  W  sharped, 
or  the  upper  flatted  to  produce  the  Intermediate  nemltojoe,  and  thus  form  a  scale  of  semi- 
tones alone. 
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SEC.  XLVIZT. — It  should  be  well  understood  that  thp  letter  of  thp  key  notp  or  tonfc  Is 
always  taken  as  oxb,  and  that  the  tonic  mnv  assume  any  tetter  or  chromatic  semitone  as 
the  key  note,  either  of  thp  m;iJor  or  of  the  minor  key,  and  that  in  the  major  scale  the  or- 
der of  intervals  must  always  be  from  1  to  2  a  tonp :  from  2  to  3  a  tone  ;  from  3  to  4  a 
semitone  ;  from  4  to  5  a  tone  ;  from  5  to  6  a  tonp  ;  from  6  to  7  a  tone,  and  from  7  to  8  a 
semitone.  And  in  the  minor  scale,  from  1  to  2  a  tone  ;  from  2  to.  S  a  semitone  :  from  3  to  4 
a  tone  ;  from  4  to  0  a  tonp  ;  from  fi  to  6  a  semitone  :  from  6  to  7  a  tonp.  and  from  7  to  S 
a  tone.  To  this  order,  in  the  minor  scale,  there  may  be  some  exception  :  for  wherever  the 
Be v With  leads  to  the  key,  it  is  sharped,  and  thus  produces  a  semitone  between  the  sev- 
enth nod  eighth. 

This  is  the  order  of  the  keys,  in  their  intervals,  in.  every  position  which  is  manifested 
in  the  scales  of  the  Table  of-  Transposition.  In  the  first  scales,  major  and  minor,  the  in- 
tervals are  natural,  as  the  keys  are  in  their  natural  position — the  Major  key  on  C,  and 
the  minor  key  on  a  A.  But  so  soon  as  the  scales  are  transposed  to  other  letters,  more  or 
less  flats  or  sharps  must  be  used,  to  modulate  the  wounds  in  their  new  position.  For  in- 
stance- 
Let  G-,  the  dominant  of  the  natural  major  scale,  bp  taken  as  thp  key  note  or  tonic  of  a 
new  major  scalp,  according  to  the  scale  ol  G,  in  the  following  Table  :  thpn  from  G  to  A 
is  a  tone,  from  1  to  2  a  tone ;  from  2  to  3  a  tone,  from  A  to  B  a  tone  ;  from  B  to  O  a  semi- 
tone, from  3  to  4  a  semitonp  ;  from  4  to  5  a  tone,  from  C  to  D  a  tone ;  from  D  to  B  a  tone, 
from  5  to  6  a  tone  ;  from  6  to  7  a  tone,  from  E  to  F  naturally  a  semitone,  which  must  be 
a  tone,  and  consequently  F  must  be  sharped,  then  from  F  sharp  to G  a  semitone,  and 
from  7  to  8  a  semitone.    Thus  we  find  that  in  thp  major  key  of  G.  F  must  be  sharped. 

In  like  manner  as  sharps  raise  the  key  a  fifth  to  thr  dominant,  so  flats  lower  them  a 
fifth  to  the  subdominant.  For  by  making  F  sharp,  the  nrijor  key  will  be  tran>posed; 
from  C  to  G,  the  dominant,  a.  fifth  higher;  and  bv  making  B  flat  the  major  key  will  bo 
transposed  frora  G  to  F,  the  subdominant,  a  fifth  lower. 

Note-. — By  inversion  the  fifth  above  will  become  a  fourth  below  ;  and  the  fifth  below- 
will  become  a  fourth  above. 

As  the  major  and  the  minor  scales  stand  in  relation  together,  and  invariable  keep  their; 
relative  position,  in  every  remove,  the  minor  being  a  relative  to  thp  major,  a  third  below 
or  a  sixth  above  ;  and  the  major  being  a  relative  to  the  minor,  a  third  above  or  a  sixth 
below ;  and  as  they  are  alike  in  the  intervals  of  the  dominant  and  subdominant,.  they  are 
subject  to  the  same  order,  when  transposed,  also  in  the  inversion  of  the  intervals. 

Let  D,  the  subdominant  of  the  natural  minor  scalp,  be  taken  as  the  keynote  or  tonic 
of  a  new  minor  scale  ;  then  from  D  to  E  is  a  tone,  and  from  1  to  2  is  a  tone  ;  from  2  to  3  is 
&  semitone,  and  from  E  to  F  a  semitone  ;  from  F  to  G  a  tone,  and  from  3  to  4-a  tone; -from 
4  to  5  a  tone,  and  from  G  to  A  a  tone ;  and  from  A  to  B  a  tone,  but  from  5  to  6  only  a  sem- 
itone, therefore  Brinust  be  made  flat;  thpn  from  B  flat  to  C  is  a  tone,  and  from  6  to  7  a 
tone  ;■  from  T'to-S-a  tone,  and  from  C  to  D  a  tone.  Hence  we  see  the  necessity  of  making 
B  flat;  in  the  key  of  D  minor  or  F  major. 

N'*te.— In  all  the  foregoing  changes  of  key  by  flats  and  sharps,  the  vocal  performer  has* 
no* difficulty  in  making  the  flat  and  sharp  sounds  of  the  letters,  seeing  that  the  syllables 
of  the  scale  have  xhe  proper-sounds  of"  the-  scale  associated  with  their  names ;  and  the 
natural  rise  and  fall  of  the  voice  is  the  same  in  every  change  of  key;  and  thus  the  singer 
performs  them  without  being  aware  of  it,  except  where  accidentals  occur.  But  the  case 
is  different  with  the  instrumental  performer,  where  on  keyed  instruments,  the  keys  of 
the  chromatic  semitones  are  short  keys,  constructed  between  the  long  keys  of  the  natural 
scale  thus  betwean  the  long  keys  of  A  and  B,  is  a  short  key  to  strike  the  semitone  A 
sharp  or  B  flat ;  and  as  there  is  naturally  but  a  semitone  between  B  and  C,  also  between 
E  and  F,  there  are  no  short  keys  between  B  and  C,  and  E  and  F,  because  they  are  the 
natural  semitones  in  the  diatonic  scale;  but  between  C  and  D.  D  and  E,  F  and  G,  and  A, 
there  are  also  short  keys  to  strike  the  semitones  of  O  sharp  or  D  flat ;   D  sharp  or  E  flat ; 


F  sharp  or  G  flat ;  and  G  sharp  or  A  flat.  Hence,  the  player  on  anm*trnme  nt  mart  ob- 
serve to  strike  the  short  keys  on  all  the  letters  that  are  sharped  or  flatted  in  the  Mgm- 
ture,  throughout  the  whole  piece  of  music.  From  this  fact  it  follow-*,  that  the  less  num- 
ber of  sharps  and  flats  that  cau  be  used  in  the  signature,  the  earner  will  b*  the  execution 
to  the  instrumental  performer. 

The  necessity  and  use  of  the  Chromatic  Scale,  at  the  front  of  the  following  Table  of 
Transposition,  is  because  thp  keys  are  movable  and  changeable  in  Iheir  position,  and  tbo 
letters  of  the  scale  are  permanent  and  fixed.  Here  ihp  studenl  will  spp  at  a  l-1  inee.  how 
the  semitones  inn  out  from  the  chromatic  scalp,  through  all  the  movable  scale* — which 
are  represented  in  this  table  in  the  form  of  a  ladder— preparing  and  adjusting  the  inwr- 
vals  of  the  new  scales  for  their  assumed  key.  both  major  and  minor.    But. 

For  want  of  room  on  this  table,  we  have  given  only  two  examples  of  the  minor  sea** 
in  connection  with  its  relative  major,  which,  if  dne  attention-be  given  to  this  it  will  be 
amply  sufficient  to  give  the  learner  a  due  knowledge  of  the  minor  scale i» .connection 
with  the  major;  as  the  relatives  minor  is  always  a  third"bPlow  or  a  sixth  above  its  rela*. 

tive  major;  and  the  relative  major  a  third-above  oca  sixth  below  its  relative  minor. 

The  minor  scale  has  of  late  been  too  much  neglected  and  set  aside,  and  :\r  think everrj 
effort  should.be  made  to  revive  it  ngain  .  We  have  the  minor  key,  as  those  informer  age*

'•  We  hardly  know  why  it  is,  but  tuaes  written  la-tbe  minor  scale  have  beeu  exc^o- 
ingly  rare  in  some  of  the  sinking-books  that  have  been  published  for  a  frw  years  pa*t 
Our  fathers,  we  know,  used  this  scale  much  more  extensively  than  we  have  been  accus- 
tomed todti'j  Have  we  become  degenerate  plants  of  a  strange  vine?  Has  the  very  decided 
predominance  given  to  *he  majarrsca-te  been. -owing  to  thp  fact  that  we  have  come  to  be  » 
very  joyful  and  happy  people,  and  that  we  have  no  occasion  for  sorrow,  humiliation,  pen- 
itence, sadness  and  grief  ?  Many  of  the  psalms,  if  the  sentiment  conta.avdjn  them,  aud 
the  feelings  expressed  therein,  be  a  criterion  of  judgment,  were  sang  in  the  minor  strain 
This  is  the  natural  expression  of  emotions  of  sadness,  penitence  and  grief.  And  certain- 
ly our  Creator  hath  established  the  laws  of  the  minor  -cale  as  really  as  he  has  the  major 
scale  He  has  adapted  that  to  our  natures,  and  our  natures  to  that  as  really  as  he  na» 
our  natures  and  the  major  scale,  the  one  to  the  other.  And  in  a  world  like  ours  there  it 
certainly  a  demand  for  tunes  written  in  the  minor  scale.  As  long  as  we  live  in  a  world 
of  sorrow— as  long  as  we  are  sinful  beings— have  transgressions  to  confess  and  mercies 
for  which  to  supplicate,  we  shall  have  need  to  do  it  in  strains,  and  in  a  manner  cornt- 
pondtng  to  the  feelings  of  the  heart.  But  so  little  has  this  key  been  used  of  late,  that 
many  choirs  know  not  how  to  perform  a  minor  tune  creditably  ;  and  many  singers  ar« 
highly  prejudiced  against  it.  And  the  reason  is  not  that  their  natures  do  not,  at  proper 
times  require  it;  but  because  they  have  been  educated  to  execute  major  music  solely, 
and  have  no  taste  for  anything  else;  so  that  education  and  taste  here  do  not  answer  at 
all  to  the  demands  of  nature.  Seldom  do  we  hear  a  tune  sung  anywhere  in  thi-  key.  on 
the  Sabbath  at  public  worship,  or  in  the  social  circle;  and  when  such  tunes  have  b«M>n 
selected,  it  has  been  somewhat  difficult  to  execute  them,  so  little  has  the  voice  been  Ac- 
customed to  sing  in  this  scale."

BEO.  XLIX. —  F'or  the  purpose  of  mnxlo  pound*  must  ts>  agreeable  in  themselves  • 
"\h#y  inoHt  have  that  clearness,  which  distinguishes  thern  from  mere  noise,  and  that  BWeet' 
»a«M  which  dl'tinf  ui*du-p  them  from  harnh  and  disagreeable  eimnd*.     A  Buwo*»*lon  of 


ptugle  musical  sounds  iorms  Melotov;  and  a  puecc*pionof  combined  mclodtenl  sound* 
forma  Harmoyy.  In  other  words,  m>  lod»  consists  in  the  agreeable  succession  of  single 
pounds  ;  and  harmony  consists  in  the  succession  of  a  combination  and  accordance  of  dif- 
ferent  soundp. 

Not  only  may  single  intervals  Ik*  inverted  and  changed.  (See.  4o,}  but  alwtno  com 
bin*  d  intervals  of  chords  may  be  inverted.  The  Common  Chord  or  Harmonic 'Triad, 
which  is  bast  d  on  each  letter  of  the  scale  a--  its  fundamental  note,  (see  Scale,  Sec.  4-4,!' 
may,  by  Inversion,  assume  three  different  positions  on  each  lettci  ;  the  tlrtt  of  each  bein*. 
a  direct  chord,  the  other  two  Inverted  chords. 

These  Triads  or  Common  chords,  in  th*1  following  scale,  are  close  chords;  as  no 
chord  can  he  formed  closer  together  than  a  thud.  Every  chord  is  known  by  ite/undo- 
mttntal  found;  thus  the  flr^t  chord  presented  in  the  following  scale, is  called  the  chord  of 
C,  because  it  has  C  for  its  fundamental  sound.  The  Chord  of  "D  has  D  for  its  fundamen- 
tal sound  ;  the  chord  of  K  has  K,&c. 

The  first  position  of  each  of  the  following  chords  has  its  /uiuiant<n(ai  ivund  the  Itw- 
est,  the  tkird  in  tlie  middle,  and  ilu-ji/tU  the  highest.

Tho  Unison,  or  the  same  identical  sound,  although  it  cannot  properly  he  reckoned 
<tn  interval,  is1  always  considered  as  such  when  employed  in  harmony.  And  as  the  scale 
of  music  is  unlimited,  we  cannot  see  that  it  could  be  otherwise  ;  for  there  are  always  in- 
tervals or  steps  below  and  ahove,  from  which  every  interval  must  proceed  or  step,  no 
matter  where  it  is  found  in  the  scale.  {See  note  on  Sec.  37.)  And  when  the  voices  of  the 
different  parts  of  music,  throughout  a  piece,  sweetly  harmonize,  on  the  different  chords, 
and  close  on  a  unison,  must  they  not  close  on  an  interval  of  the  scale  ? 

The  unison  is  an  accordance  or  coincidence  of  sound  proceeding  from  an  equal  num- 
ber of  vibrations  of  sounding  bodies  in  a  given  time,  and  is  the  most  perfect  of  all  the 
musical  sounds  in  the  whole  scale  of  music.    See  note  on  vibrations,  page  36.) 

Next  to  the  unison  is  the  octave,  which  consists  in  a  double  number  of  vibrations  in 
a  given  time,  and  is  so  sweet  a  chord  with  the  unison,  that  they  are  scarcely  distinguish- 
able from  being  the  self-same  sound. 

Next  to  the  eighth  is  the  perfect  or  major  fifth,  which  in  its  vibrations  is  as  three  to 
to  twp,  and  is  a  perfect  chord  of  a  sweet  and  charming  sound  ;  and  next  to  the  fifth  in 
e^tfetnlJBfi  is  the  major  third,  which  in  ii«  vibrations  is  as  five  to  four. 


These  four  sounds,  the  unison,  eighth,  fifth  and  third,  form  the  common  chord,  b^lng 
the  most  essential  sounds  in  every  piece  of  music. 

The  minor  third  is  also  a  consonant  interval,  and  is  the  third  of  a  minor  triad  In  irw* 
minor  scale  ;  in  its  vibrations  it  is  as  six  to  five. 

The  minor  fifth  and  the  mnjor  fourth — each  containing  seven  semitones  are  diKeord*; 
and  so  are  the  major  and  minor  seconds  ;  and  also  the  major  and  minor  sevenths. 

The  minor  fourth  is  termed  a  concinnons  sound;  it  is  not  a  very  disagreeable  discord ; 
neither  is  it,  by  itself,  a  concord;  one  and  four  are  rather  dissonant,  but  when  sil  is 
added  they  become  consonant.  Also  five  and  eight  do  not  perfectly  accord  ;  but  when 
three  is  introduced,  they  become  concordant. 

The  major  and  minor  sixths — the  one  containing  trn  semitones  and  the  other  nine, 
are  both  imperfect  chords,  though  they  are  frequently  used  in  harcnonv. 

The  foregoing  order  of  consonant  and  dissonant  intervals,  in  the  diatonic  scale,  l»  ap- 
plicable io  all  the  octaves  in  the  scale  of  music,  no  matter  to  how  many  octaves  tin-  gen- 
eral scale  may  ascend  or  descend.  For  in  like  manner  as  1.  3,  5,  8,  in  the  first  oet  n  P  har- 
monize, so  will  8,  10,  12,  15,  harmonize  in  the  second  :  16,  17,  1J>,  22.  in  the  third.  &c.  All 
the  octaves  arc  the  same,  except  as  ihey  differ  in  gravity  and  acuteness.  If  1.  P.  16,  and 
22,  the  fundamental  notes  of  four  octaves  rising  in  acutenfese,  were  sounded  together  by 
musical  voices,  it  would  produce  a  volume  of  sound  which  could  not  be  easily  dLftiu- 
gnished  from  being  the  self-same  sound  proceeding  from  one  voice.  The  same  effect  will 
be  produced  by  striking  four  keys  of  the  same  letter  at  once,  on  a  well-tuned  instrument. 

SEC.  hi. — The  chief  excellence  of  harmony,  or  music  performed  in  different  part*-, 
consists  in  a  proper  succession  of  the  fundamental  chords  of  the  scale  ;  a  due  order  of 
the  different  notes  in  their  inversions;  and  the  enchaining  and  binding  together  the 
chords  in  their  harmonica!  progression. 

The  tonic  or  key  note  is  the  most  Important,  and  the  chord  based  on  it  is  the  principal 
one  in  every  piece  of  music,  both  in  the  major  and  minor  keys.  Regularly  every  nine 
both  begins  and  ends  with  the  tonic  chord. 

Next  to  the  key  note,  the  dominant  or  fifth  of  the  scale  takes  rank.  It  occurs  more 
frequently  in  a  piece  of  music  than  any  other  note  as  by  far  the  greater  number  of  chur&i 
in  ordinary  tunes  contain  it.  For  this  reason,  and  because  it  is  the  base  note  which  regu- 
larly leads  to  a  final  close,  it  is  called  the  dominant.  The  chord  hawed  on  ibis  note  is  al- 
so called  the  dominant  chord,  which  occurs  more  frequently  than  :mv  other  except  the 
chord  of  the  tonic.  In  modulation  by  sharps,  the  dominant  is  also  the  key  note  of  the 
nearest  relative  key. 

The  subdominant  is  the  next  note  of  importance  in  the  scale,  hecanse  its  chord  ha* 
the  tonic  for  iisjifth.  In  modulation  by  fiats,  it  is  the  key  note  of  the  second  relative  key, 
having  the  original  key  note  for  its  dominant. 

Note. — As  the  dominant  is  a  fifth  above  the  tonic,  and  is  the  nearest  relative  key  in 
the  ascending  scale,  and  to  which  the  tonic  is  transposed  by  sharps  ;  so  the  snbdominant 
is  a  fifth  below  the  tonic,  and  is  the  nearest  relative  key  in  the  ascending  scale,  and  to 
which  the  key  is  transposed  by  fiats.    Hence  the  name  ,?«6-dominant. 

The  sub-mediant  is  the  third  in  relative  importance,  as  its  chord  has  two  notes  in 
common  with  the  tonic  chord,  and  must  hence  intimately  blend,  as  also  enchain  with  the 
other  chords.  This  note  is  also  the  principal  chord  or  tonic  of  the  relative  minor  key. 
(See  inversion  of  the  Harmonic  Triad,  &c,  Sec.  49.) 

In  the  minor  key,  the  third  of  the  scale,  or  the  tonic  of  the  relative  major  key,  fre- 
quently occurs.  These  chords  have  likewise  two  notes  in  common,  which  sweetly  blend 
together  in  harmonical  progression.

Impurity  of  sound  is  often  pro- 
duced by  anituproper  po>iiIon  of  the  parts  of  the  mouth. 

A  tone  Is/a//  when  ii  i-  deliver  d  in  a  free  and  una  instrained  use  of  the  appropriate 
organs  <»f  sound,  and  with  a  need  volume  of  voice,  Falntncss  of  sound  is  often  produced 
ty  a  careless  or  n<  trligi  at  u->-  of  the  vocal  organs, 

A  lone  [njirm  which  I-  correctly  given,  and  held  steadily,  without  change  during  the 
srholo  length  of  the  note ;  b<  lug  perfectly  under  the  control  of  the  performer. 

Hence,  striking  below  the  proper  pound  and  sliding  up  to  it,  as  trovajtoi  to  <  ight,  &c. 
A  wavering  or  trembling  ol  Lhu  voice,  and  a  change  just  at  the  close  of  a  tone,  produced 
by  a  car-  h  --  relaxation  of  the  organs,  which  should  always  be  held  firm  and  immovable 
in  their  proper  position  until  the  found  ceases,  should  be  carefully  guarded  against  and 
avoided.  Moreover,  the  voice  may  be  rendered  disagreeable  by  being  too  wis  >/,  labial, 
denial  or  guttural;  that  Is,  it  may  be  forced  too  much  through  the  nose,  the  lip-*,  the 
teeth,  i  r  be  formed  too  dee]  ly  In  the  throat.  -All  these  disagreeable  sounds  should  be 
r-j.iT>  fully  corrected. 

The  roosl  effectual  way  to  correct  these  errors  In  producing  sounds,  is  to  let  the  pu- 
pil «ound  on  the  syllable  awe,  frequently,  by  marking  the  position  of  the  vocal  organs 
while  sounding,  and  then  proceed  sounding  the  syllables  which  are  applied  to  the  notes, 
keeping  the  vocal  organs,  as  much  as  possible,  in  the  same  position  while  sonnding 
them.  By  this  process  the  voice  will  acquire  both  strength  and  sweetness,  and  free  it- 
sulf  from  every  disagreeable  Impediment,  Care,  however,  should  be  taken  that  the  voice 
bw  not  made  too  guttural  by  this  process. 


A  blendin?  of  the  words  when  applied  to  music  Is  an  iojury  io  cood  performance, 
and  Impairs  and  lessen-*  the  power  of  music.  And.  as  many  who  rend  wlthaclear  and 
distinct  articulation,  are  apt  to  slide  Into  this  error  when  singing,  it  is  deemed  expedient 
to  give  a  few  examples,  to  show  where  the  blending  of  words  iwot  only  debases  the  sen 
tence,  but,  in  some  Instances,  perverts  the  meaning  of  the  phrase.    For  instance  i

Besides  this,  we  sometimes  hear  the  words  when,  u>Aere,  irhilc,  &c,  pronounced  in 
siuging,  as  if  they  were  writti  n  whe.en,  whe.are,  whe.ile,  fee.  All  such  Incorrect  and 
corrupt  pronounciation  and  articulation  have  a  tendency  to  obscure  the  expression  and 

destroy  the  beauty  of  the  sentence. 

NOTE, — Whenever  the  teacher  discovers  a  fault,  let  him  first  point  It  out  find  Imitate 
it  himself,  and  afterwards  plve  the  tru  •  style  of  p  srform  tuc  ■ .  then  lei  him  require  the 
pupils  to  Imitate  both  the  correct  and  Incorrect  ex  imples,  It  Is  aoi  enough  for  the  teach- 
er in  s.iy  that  a  fault  exists  ;  he  must  actually  point  it  out.  ami  exhibit  It  by  his  own  per- 
formance, nnd  this  over  and  over  again,  until  the  pupils  obtain  a  clear  perception  of  it, 
and  know  both  how  to  produce  it,  and  bow  to  correct  and  avoid  it. 

SEC.  hTIT.  -One  of  the  greatest  excellencies  of  sacred  vocal  music,  Is  that  strict 
union  which  should  ever  subsist  between  the  words  and  the  music.  Hence  the  first  ob- 
jecl  of  the  chorister  is  to  choose  a  tune  to  which  the  words  are  suited  or  ally  themselves, 
both  in  sentiment  and  quality.  Much  of  the  beauty  and  strength  of  sacred  music  de- 
pend upon  this       For  psalms  and  hvinn-  of  prayer  and  supplication  a  minor  key   should 

pen -rally  be  chosen,  because  it  is  of  a  plaintive,  soft  and  melting  quality ;  an/1  for  those 
of  praise  and  thanksgiving,  a  major  key.  because  it  is  of  a  cheerful,  Lively,  and  anima- 
ting quality.  This  may  be  considered  a  general  rule,  yet  there  may  be  some  exceptions, 
as  some  tunes  of  the  major  key  partake,  in  some  measure,  of  the  *«oft,  gentle,  and  sub- 
duing qualities  of  the  minor,  :\iui  some  of  the  minor  key,  in  some  degree,  partake  of  the 
enlivening  and  cheering  qualities  of  the  major.  Hence,  as  there  are  psalms  and  hymns 
which  contain  devotional  matter,  of  both  prayer  and  praise  intermingled,  so  there  are 
tunes  suited  for  all  those  poetical  production?  which  are  adapted  to  the  emotions  of  the 
pious  mind.  Now,  when  the  poetry  Is  truly  expressive,  ami  thus  adapted  to  inuMc,  there 
is  something  grand  ami  subduing  in  the  harmonious  progression  of  full  chords,  which 
brings  a  calm  over  the  send,  rivets  the  attention,  and  «nr  iptu.'us  the  feelings  In  view  of 
the  sentiment,  and  thi«*  produces  a  frame  c£  mind,  in  the  £ion  traveler,  which  1*  highly 
devotional.

RUDIMENTS      AND    ECUCIDATI  CTN . 


SEC.  LIT. — In  the  connection  of  words  with  mimical  sounds,  pood  elocution  Is  neces- 
sary, a*  well  for  the  vocal  musician  an  for  the  orator.  Every  word  to  which  music  Is 
applied,  should  be  pronounced  distinctly  and  grammatically.  The  sound  should  be  pro- 
longed entirely  on  the  vowel,  and  the  month  kept  oppn  in  one  fixed  position  from  the  he- 
ginninp  to  the  end  of  the  sound,  and  the  consonants  before  and  after  the  vowels  forcibly 
and  quickly,  yet  distinctly  articulnted.  Without  this,  little  expression  can  he  piven  to 
vocal  music ;  and  for  good  and  dignified  performance  it  ia  indispensably  neeeeeary  that  it 
be  strictly  observed. 

Every  word  and  every  sentence  should  he  pronounced,  in  stneimr.  with  a  clear  voice, 
and   with   the  same   distinctness   an   when   spoken  or  read ;  ho  that  the  sentiment  of  the! 

§octry  when  united-  with  the  sound  of  music,  be  well  understood.  For  to  "  sinjr  with  the 
pirit  and  to  sinp  with  the  understanding  also."  those  heaven  inspiring  word*"in  unisoir 
with  the  sweet  strains  of  music,  with  their  soft  and  soothinp  accents,  is  what  has  such  a 
benign  and  powerful  influence  over the  human  mind.  And  when- singers  can  realize  the 
subject,  and  enter  into  the  proper  feeling  and  spirit  of  the  poet,  there  i«  but  little  dancer 
of  not  producing  dynamic  expression  and  musical  elocution.  And  nothing  can  compen- 
sate for  a  wantof'ffrling,  and  the  realization  of  "he  expression  of  the  poetry,  because  in 
the  performance,  the  tone,  the  graces  in  the  modulation  of  the  voice,  and  sound,  should 
all  be  s-.lited  to  the  subject  which  the  poetry  expresses,  which  is  the  only  trus  guide  to 
dynamical  expre#s>ion  and  musical  elocution. 

XOTE. — "  Writers  have  attempted  with  ureal  ingenuity,  to  lay  down  rules  for  the  va- 
rieties of  expression  ;  -hut  whoever  undertakes  to  follow  rules  in  pivinir  expression,  pre- 
sents us  with  a  mere  skeleton,  without  life  and  animation.    Every  appearance  of    effort 

disgusts  us True  expression  clothes  her  sons:   in   character^' 1 ;  display  of  price, 

majesty  and  pathos-,  not  a  single  note  will  be  breathed  in  vain.  She  widely  consider* 
that  ornament  should  ever  he  subordinate  to_the  een.tim.ent,  and  that  the  grind  end  of 
the  composition  is  to  speak  to  the  judgment,  as  well  as  the  hearing.  The  most  common 
mistake  with  composers  and  church  choirs  is.  in  attempting  to  express  words  and  not 
ideas.  Singing  the  word  small  with  such  softness  as  scarcely  to  be  heard,  or  exerting  all 
the  powers  of  the  lungs  on  the  word  l/irnc,  is  punning;  not  expressing:  trifling  with  the 
words  and  neglecting  the  sentiment.  Instead  of  considering  how  this  or  tha- word 
should  be  executed,  the  first  object  should  he  to  study  the  true  meaning  and  character  of 
the  subject,  so  that  effect  may  not  only  be  given  to  a  word  here  and  a  word  there,  but  the 
sense  of  the  whole  sentence  expressed.  so  as  to  he  understood  and/'?/?.  It  i<  true  ih«  ex- 
pression of  the  whole  is  conveyed  by  appropriate  emphasis  on  particular  words,  but  it  is 
not  Pimply  the  words  which  demand  emphasis,  but  their  connection  with  the  sentence. 
Religions  feeling  is  fall  of  dignified  and  placid  joy,  of  which  the  gentle  swelling  of  the 
emphatic  words  gives  the  most  appropriate  idea. 

""Many  terms  are  prefL-ed,  by  composers,  to  the  several  strains,  ns  directions  for  the 
performer.  These  terms  are  usually  Italian,  such  as  Aiu1nntrt  ajfettiOBo,  Jfce.  In  fol- 
lowing, such  directions-there  is  dancer  in  attempting  to  express  what  the  performer  does 
not  actually  feel,  lis-such  a  case  the  effect  will  often  be  ludicrous  ;  and  at  best  can  but 
astonish  us  with  tl»e  art  and  dexterity  manifested.  In  true  expression,  the  composer  ami 
performer  are  lo-^t  sight  of ;  the  attention  is  riveted,  and  the  feelings  enraptured  in  view 
of  the- sentiment.  [Porter's  Musical  Cyclopedia. 

In  all  vocal 'performance  of  sacred  music,  singers  should  enter  into  those  emotion" 
which  are  expressed  by  the  poetry.  They  should  avoid  a  dull,  heavy,  unfeeling  style  of 
of  performance,  and  cultivate  that  which  comes  from  the  heart,  which  has  some  soul, 
some  meaning,  and  which  is  appropriate  to  the  words  and  music.  There  is  something 
In  the  nature  of  musical  tones,  when  combined  with  sacred  poetry,  which  is  heavenly 
and  divine;  and  in  the  pious  mind  produces  that  lowly  prostration  of  soul,  ami  those- 
pure  affections  with  which  we  ought  to  approach  the  throne  of  the  Deity. 


ORIGIN  AND  UTILITY  OF  MUSIC. 


'"The  capacity  of  the  human  mind  for  poetry  and  mn*fc  has  tx»en  common  to  ev*ry 
age  and  nation  ;  and  thonph  too  generally  perverted  to  evil  and  sinful  purposes.  It  wm 
doubtless  originally  implanted  by  the  Creator,  for  wise  and  holy  reasons,  and  should 
be  consecrated  to  His  service  and  plory.  Accordingly  hymn»  or  songs  of  praise  form  a 
considerable  portion  of  the  Sacred  Scriptures,  some  of  which  were  composed  on  par- 
ticular occasions,  and  sung  as  a  part  of  solemn  worship  at  the  time  or  afterward".  In 
commemoration  of  the  transactions  celebrated  in  them." — Ex.  15;  1  Sam.  3;  2  Sam.  24. 

Hut  it  was  not  with  man  that  thin  heavenly  science  originated,.    It  claims  to  have  d*' 

scended  from  the  skies.     For  when  the  Lord  "laid  the  foundations  of  the  earth 

the  morning  stars  sang  together,  and  all  the  sons  of  God  shouted  for  joy." — Job  38:  4-7. 
And  at  the  nativity  of  Christ,  there  appeared  to  the  =h»  pherd*  n.  "  multitude  of  tire 
heavenly  host  praising  God,  and  saying.  Glory  to  God  !&.  the  highe-si;  a  no-tHr  earth 
peace,  pood  will  towards  men."  From  this  we  may  readily  infer  thai  these  ireavenly 
songster*  were  no  strangers  in  Fden.  in  that  day  when  the  Creator  himself  walked  and 
talked  with  his  earth-born  children  in  Paradise,  and  chat  tho  sound  was  prolonged  by 
them  in  that  blissful  aud  happy  place. 

Hence,  sacred  song  is  coeval  with  the  creation  ;  and  the  first  mu«ic  of  the  human 
voice  must  have  been  a  holy  exercise  of*  a  joyous  ascription  of  praise  to  the  bountiful 
Lord  and  Creator.  And  how  consoling  and"  he-irt-eheering  has  this  heavenly  science 
ever  since  proven  to  the  people  of  God.  both  und  *T  the  Old  and  th*  N"ew  Testament  dis- 
pensation, in  awakening  and  strengthening  their  devotional  affections,  when-  hoi  date? 
communion  with  the  Father  of  Mercies! 

What  a  high  rank  did  mu=ic  obtain  nnd°r  Kincr  David,  that-sweet  siicrerof  Israel; 
and  his  son  Solomon,  who  not  only  cultivated  it  to  a  high  extent,  but  by  the  inspiration 
of  the  Spirit  of  God,  furnished  material  for  the  d-votional  exercises,  which  are  highly- 
valued  by  the  people  of  God,  and  have  been  added  ro  the  inspired  volume.  How  great 
must  their  irrflnence  have  been,  in  promoting  this  heavenly  science,  when,  at  the  dedica- 
tion of  the  Temple,  there  were  about  four  thousand  singer*  and  players  on-.ikstmmcnt* 
(according  to  l  Chron.  23;  ."».)  who  performed  together  with  so  much  accuracy,  that  their 
sounds  were  as  on*k  ROUND  to  be  heard  in- prat -in*"-  the  Lord.  And  when -they  lifted  up 
their  voices,  with  the  trumpet';  and  cymbals,  and  instruments  of  music,  and  praised  the 
Lord,  the  house  was  filled  with  a  cloud,  even  the  house  of  the  Lord  :  so  that  the  priesu 
could  not  stand  to  minister  by  reason  of  the  cloud :  for  the  glory  of  the  Lord  had  filled 
the  house  of  the  Lord. — 2  Chron.  5:  7-14. 

""We  can  scarcely  enlarpe  our  thoughts  to  conceive  the  effects  which  thess  hlph 
praises  of  God.  sung  bv  so  vast  a  multitude,  with  harmonious  elevation  of  heart  and1 
voice,  on  these  joyful  occasion"  must  have  produced.  It  naturally  lends  us  to  consider 
the  songs  of  the  redeemed  of  the  Lord  in  glorv;  and  perhaps  we  .are  not,  in  this  world, 
rapahlc  of  more  just  and  spiritual  ideas  of  them  than  are  suggested  bv  these  jnbjects^ 
though' .we  may  be  sure  that  they  are  unspeakably  more  sublime,  enlarged  and  refined.
